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SPAAK ASSAILS 
TACTICS OF BIG 4 
IQWARD SMALL 

NATIONS AT PARIS 


Says Little Countries Are 
Severely Handicapped, 
Then Asked for Rec- 
ommendations--Greece 
Demands Territory.

PARIS, Aug. 3 (AP) — Paul 
Henri Spaak of Belgium assailed 
the Big Four toaay for ignoring 
the smaller nations in preparing 
Europe's peace and for asking the 
smaller powers for recommenda- 
tions only after severely handi- 
capping them. 

The outburst from the president 
of the United Nations General As- 
sembly highlighted the day’s pro- 
ceedings in the peace conference, 

In another phase of the fight 
between the large and small pow- 
ers, the Big Four won out by a 
vote of 12 to 8 when the powerful 
rules committee approved a de- 
cision to rotate the conference 
chairmanship. 

At the later plenary session, 
which Spaak addressed, Greece 
demanded slices of Bulgarian and 
Albanian territory and served no- 


tice on the peace conference that 
it expects reparations for the “ma- 
terial damage inflicted on the 
country” by Italy and other in- 
vaders. 


Spaak, in a bitter attack on the 
big powers, said: 


“The great powers meet togeth- 
er among themselves. They pre- 
pare treaties without consulting 
us; they attempt to impose upon 
us rules of voting which, in prac- 
tice, prevent us from securing ac- 
ceptance for our points of view; 
they place before us the pain- 
ful dilemma of accepting—some- 
times against our own judgment— 
what they have drawn up or else 
destroying an agreement that has 
been achieved only with difficulty, 
and then, finally, having thus 
handicapped us, they ask us to 
make them a few recommenda- 
tions.” 


Spaak, however, hailed as “the 
most important” declaration of 
the conference United States Sec- 
retary of State James F. Byrnes's 
promise “to sustain those recom- 
mendations made by a two-thirds 
majority.” 

“If the other big powers, {n ad- 
dition to their prorfises of free 
and complete discussion, are will- 
ing to accept a similar engage- 
ment, it seems to me the atmos- 
phere would suddenly clear and 
that our work here would get 
under way in happy circum- 
stances”, he said. “The big powers 
must not be suspicious of us. We 
are not here secking to impose 
measures or opinions but to find 
the best formula for a just and 
stable peace.” 

The peace of the world, he de- 
clared, depended on “a good un- 
derstanding between the great 
powers and it is the duty of all 
to contribute toward this under- 
standing.” 

Other Developments. 


The day's conference activities 
included these developments: 

1. A British spokesman, de- 
claring that a united front was 
expected by the Big Four on all

TRUMAN MAKES 
16-MINUTE STOP 
AT LAMBERT FIELD 


On Way to Independence to 
Vote—Having Fine 
Trip, He Says. 


President Truman stopped brief- 
ly at Lambert-St.Louis Field yes- 
terday en route from Washington 
to Independence, Mo. 

The President's airplane, the 
“Sacred Cow,” arrived at the air- 
port at 11:33 a.m. and took off af. 
11:49 a.m. euge 
The chief executive, smiling 
broadly, stepped out on the pas- 
senger loading platform to wave 
a greeting to about 100 pérsons 
gathered near the administration 
building. His appearance was ap- 
plauded. He wore a blue tie and 
tan suit. Tanned and looking 
healthy, he told reporters he had 
“a fine trip.” 

After voting at Independence in 
the prima Tuesday, President 
Truman will return to Washing- 
ton. The “Sacred Cow” will stop 
here to pick up Secretary of the 
Treasury John W, Snyder, who 
accompanied the President as far 
as St. Louls. Snyder was met at 
the field by David R, Calhoun, 
president of the St, Louis Union 
Trust Co., and Samuel W. For- 
dyce, attorney. 

Snyder said his program for his 
four-day visit to his home city 
consists of “just taking it easy.” 
He ia ataying at the Park Plaza 
Hotel, 

The purpose of Snyder's trip 
was to vote in the primary, and 
he will return to Washington 
Tuesday with the President after 
casting his ballot.

Hundreds Shake Hands 
With President on 
Spacious Lawn of Old 
Frame Home.

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Aug. 3 
(AP)—A hand-shaking Harry 8. 
Truman came back to Jackson 
county today to a homecoming re- 
ception and a bitter congressional 
ampaign in which he is an issue, 

There was little evidence of the 
Undercurrent of campaign bitter- 
ness as he greeted hundreds of 
friends and neighboré on the spa- 
cious lawn in front of his old 
frame home at 219 North Dela- 
ware street. 


The campaign touch, however, 
was provided by the presence in 
the homecoming crowd of James 
Pendergast, head of the Kansas 
City political faction, who has 
teamed up with the President in 
an effort to defeat Representa- 
tive Roger C. Slaughter of the 
neighboring fifth district in next 
Tuesday’s Democratic primary. 

Pendergast has thrown his 
strength behind Enos Axtell, the 
choice of the President, himself a 
fourth district voter, and of the 
CIO Political Action Committee. 

The third candidate is Jerome 
Walsh, who has joined Slaughter 
in expressing resentment over 
presidential intervention in the 
campaign. 


Talked to Pendergast. 


Truman told a recent press con- 
ference he favored Axtell, that he 
had talked with Pendergast in his 
behalf, and that Slaughter had 
opposed his program as a mem- 
_ of the House Rules Commit- 
ee, 

The President chatted briefly 
with Pendergast, but there was 
no inkling of what they said as 
the crowd gathered for the in- 
formal reception surged around 
them. 

Charles G. Ross, presidential 
press secretary, said tonight that 
Truman would take no further 
part in the campaign beyond his 
indorsement of Axtell. 

Ross told reporte s that he 
would “gamble 100 to 1 the Presi- 
dent doesn’t*even see Mr. Axtell” 
while he is home to vote. 

Ross told reporters. that the 
President's position had not 
changed respecting Axtell but 
that he did not come home to 
campaign. He said Truman 
planned no speeches and no “po- 
litical huddles.” 

Hand-shaking Line. 

In a few minutes after Truman 
arrived this afternoon, a line had 
formed and the President found 
himself shaking hands with scores 
of men, women and children. He 
knew most of them and called 
most of the men by their first 
names. . 

He had just come over from 
Grandview where he had a 15- 
minute visit with his mother, Mrs. 
Martha E, Truman, 93 years old, 
immediately after he and Mrs, 
Truman lanced at the Jrandview 
airport following a flight from

Distribution of hundreds of 
printed forms to each of the 
twelve police districts in the city 
began yesterday. The Police Board 
questions on the printed form are 


to be answered “in each officer's 
own handwriting,” it is specified 
on the forms. The reports are to 
be made on a weekly basis and 
submitted on Saturdays, 

The new rule is a direct out- 
growth of the gambling raid on 
the Hamilton Hotel last March 31 
by a squad from Capt. Joseph 
Wren’s special gambling division, 
the Post-Dispatch learned, 

In reports to the board and su- 
perior officers, Capt. Wren said 
flatly that his men had observed 
gambling going on in the hotel 
for at least three weeks prior to 
the actual raid which netted: 43 
men and created a sensation in 
gambling circles, It was the first 
time players in the city’s mobile 
“town game” had actually been 
caught by the police. 

A subsequent investigation by 
board members was made to de- 
termine why Capt. Wren’s men 
could find the game and the beat 
patrolmen of the Page Boulevard 
District apparently were unaware 
of its existence, according to in- 
formation obtained by the Post- 

One officer was found who em- 
phatically said that he had re- 
ported in writing to his precinct 
sergeant as far back as December, 
1945 that he had reason to Delieve 
there was gambling in the hotel 
in a professional way. 

The Page District was one of 
a number in the city that had 
adopted a system whereby beat 
patrolmen reported weekly in 
writing to their sergeant concern- 
ing conditions on the beats they 
covered, The sergeant would then 
take the reports of all his men, 
condense tnem into a report to 
the district’s lieutenants and cap- 
tain, and throw away the beat 
men's reports, after keeping them 
on file for a few weeks. 

In the Hamilton Hotel Investt- 
mation, the sergeant of the beat 
denied the patrolmen had ever re- 
ported to him that there was 
gambling, it was learned. As it 
was a question of a good police 
officer’s word against that of an 
equally efficient sergeant, there 
was no way for the board to place 
responsibility without the evidence 
of the weekly reports which had 
already been destroyed by the 
sergeant, 

Questions for Patrolmen. 

The new rule establishes a per- 
manent system which will enable 
the board and superior officers to 
check back on conditions on every 
beat in the city at any time. 

The report is headed, “Weekly 
Beat Condition Report” and four 
of the five questions asked re- 
quire a simple yes or no answer. 
The questions are: 

1. Is there any commercialized

Major party candidates for Con- 
gress, and for State and local of- 
fices will be nominated by city 
and county votera in the primary 
Tuesday, the first peacetime elec- 
tion here in nearly five years. 

With many of the nominations 
uncontested, and with only a few 
contests of general interest, the 
vote is expected to be light. Frank 
L. Ramacciotti, chairman of the 


St. Louis Election Board, said he 
did not expect the vote in the city 
to exceed 100,000 out of a total 
registration of 343,830. 

Chairman John J. Dwyer of he 
Democratic City Committee esti- 
mated 60,000 to 70,000 Democratic 
ballots would be cast. Louis J. 
Reidel, Republican committee 
chairman, said he thought the Re- 
publican vote might reach 125,000 
because of the hotly contested 
races for magistrate and con- 
stable, but conceded his estimate 
was higher than those of other 
party observers. 

In the county, which has a reg- 
istration of 125,782, party leaders 
also asserted they expected a 
small turnout, although they said 
the keen competition for minor 
office nominations might bring 
out a larger vote than expected. 
John Q. Brown, county Election 
Board chairman, estimated the 
county vote would be between 35,- 
000 and 40,000. 

Poll Times Given. 

Polls in the city will be open 
from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. (daylight 
time). Those in the county will 
be open from 7 a.m, to 8:07 p.m. 
(daylight time), with the excep- 
tion of University City, where the 

olls will be open from 7 a.m, to 

pm. (daylight time) in ac- 
cordance with a special statute 
covering cities of its size. 

As primary election day is a 
legal state holiday, city, county 
and state offices will be closed, 
and city and state courts will not 
be in session. However, a circuit 
judge will be available at Civil 
Courts Building Tuesday to hear 
requests of persons wanting their 
names restored to the city regis- 
tration lists. Banks also will be 
closed. 

City voters will receive two bal- 
lots at the polls, a party primary 
ballot and another containing the 
proposed $4,000,000 bond issue for 
rubbish collection facilities and 
the two amendments to the city 
charter. 

In addition, the voters will re- 
ceive a leaflet containing instruc- 
tions on the proper method of 
marking the ballots. The leaflets 
were prepared by the election 
board to inform the voters of the 
new system, which requires that 
an X be placed in box to the left 
of the name of the candidate for 
whom they wish to vote. In the 
past, the voter was directed to 
scratch the names of all candl- 
dates except the one he preferred. 

Because a light independent 
vote is expected, candidates who 
have obtained the greatest organi- 
zation support are likely to win 
the contested nominations.

MAN KILLED AND TWO HURT

Technician Loses Life in Pre- 
mature Explosion of Pyro- 
technic Chemicals, 

LOS ALAMOS, N. M., Aug. 3 
(UP)—One man was fatally in- 
jured and two others seriously 
hurt in a premature explosion of 
pyrotechnic chemicals yesterday 
at the Los Alamos project, it was 
announced by security officials 

today. 

Joshua I. Schwartz, 21-year-old 
technician of Brooklyn, N.Y., died 
today in the United States En- 
gineers’ Hospital of severe burns 
and eye injuries suffered when 
a smoke smudge pot which was 
being prepared to aid in the study 
of air currents exploded prema- 
turely, 

Security officials stressed that 
no fissionable material or radia- 
tion was involved in any way and 
that the accident was the first 
of its kind in the history of the 
project. 

Listed as injured were William 
E. Bibbs, 25, Drew, Miss., a tech- 
nician, who suffered a serious eye 
injury and severe burns, and Rob- 
ert Huffines, 35-year-old techni- 
clan of Dallas, Tex., who incurred 
a compound fracture of the right 
leg, and eye injury, burns and 
cuts. 


DUCE’S BODY STILL UNFOUND

Protestants Favor Joint Action 


With Catholics on World Problems 


Says ‘Satisfactory 


Proposal by Church Leaders of Eight Nations 


Highest Level’ Is Essential. 


Understanding at

LONDON, Aug. 3 (AP)—Pro- 
testant leaders of eight nations 
disclosed today they favored joint 
action on world problems by 
Protestants and Roman Catholics, 
based upon “some kind of satis- 
factory understanding at the high- 
est level, presumably between the 
World Council of Churches and 
the Vatican.” 

Replies to a questionnaire on 
policy of the World Council point- 
ed up a Protestant plan to sesk 
collaboration with the Roman 
Catholic Church in putting a 
world Christian viewpoint on 
peace problems before the states- 
men of the world. 

The announcement said that, un- 
less some high ievel agreement 
was reached, the extent of co- 
operation would fluctuate “with 
changing personalities and you 
never know where you are.” 

The views were released by Dr. 


Walter W. Van Kirk of New York, | 
secretary of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, 
who came here with a dozen other 
American leaders to attend a four- 
day conference of international 
church leaders, under the sponsor- 
ship of the World Council. The 
meeting opens tomorrow at Cam- 
bridge. 

The questionnaire was answered 
by representatives of Protestant 
bodies from the United States, 
England, Scotland, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Denmark and 
The Netherlands. In order to en- 
courage candid names 
were not disclosed. 

One reply, referring to relations 
with the Vatican, said that “co- 
operation with Roman Catholic 
bodies seems difficult.” This reply 
noted that “co-operation with Jew- 
ish bodies has increased.” 

Another said that “collaboration

RE, PORTUGAL 
APPLY 10 JOIN 
UNITED NATIONS 


World War II Neutrals 
Say They Are Prepared 
to Accept Obligations 
Under Charter. | 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3 (AP)—LEire 
and Portugal, neutrals in World 
War II, have applied for member- 
ship in the United Nations, be- 
coming the fifth and sixth coun- 
tries to take such action since 


the U.N. got under way with 51 
charter members. 

The Irish application came to- 
night in a terse cable from Prime 
Minister Eamon de Valera, who 
said “Ireland is prepared to ac- 
cept the obligations contained in 
the charter of the United Na- 
tions.” 

In Washington, Dr. Joao de 
Bianchi, Portugal's ambassador, 
said his country’s formal applica- 
tion had been sent to the U.N, 
acting secretary general. “We are 
ready,” he said, “to accept full 
obligations of the United Nations’ 
charter.” 

Another request was expected 
momentarily from Iceland, Bids 
from Albania, Outer Mongolia, 
Afghanistan and Transjordan al- 
ready are under consideration by 
a Security Council committee. 

De Valera acted under a recent 
unanimous vote in the Eire Par- 
Hiament and said at the time that 
Great Britain would support the 
bid. A British spokesman here to- 
night confirmed that fact and 
there was no indication of any 
opposition to the request. 

Voices Criticism. 

The prime minister said he be- 
lieved Eire would have a better 
chance of avoiding future war 
by joining the U. N., which he 
described as “not so valuable as 
it might be, but the best that can 
be got at the moment.” 

Eire did not take part in World 
War II. 

The Irish application came in 
the midst of considerable wran- 
gling in the membership commit- 
tee over procedure in handling the 
requests. Several delegations, in- 
cluding the United States and 
Britain, indicated they would op- 
pose a final vote on the first ap- 
plicant—Albania—pending study of 
all the others. Some delegates ex- 
pressed belief that Russia might 
insist on an early ballot. 

A significant factor was Rus- 
sia's strong support of Albania,

Member of ‘Other Crowd’ 
Wounded at Roadblock, 
Say Veterans. 


ATHENS, Tenn., Aug. 3 (AP)— 
A man identified by a spokesman 
at the McMinn county jail as a 
“member of the other crowd” was 
shot in the leg tonight by a pa- 
trol of a law and order committee 
set up after county officers were 
routed in an election dispute gun 
battle. 

Rumors that ousted officers 
were planning to fight their way 
back into Athens had converted 
the county jail into a miniature 
arsenal manned by ex-soldiers. 

The veterans set up a roadblock 
near the Polk county line, It was 
here that the man was reported 
shot, 

The former G.Ls flocked with 
guns and ammunition to the fail 
and courthouse, center of the 
bloody battle election night be- 
tween G.I. candidates and Sheriff 
Pat Mansfield’s deputies. Eighteen 
persons were wounded in that 
battle. Three remain in serious 
condition, 

The Rev. Bernie Hampton, min- 
ister heading a committee of 
vigilantes, said an unauthorized 
announcement over the local radio 
station caused the G.Ls, winners 
in both the election and six-hour 
fight, to reassemble. 

The Rev. Mr. Hampton announced 
from the courthouse square: “The 
call that went out was just to 
alert you and not to alarm you. 
We are expecting no trouble and 
hope there will be none.”

STEELMAN SEEKS INCREASE 
IN STEEL SCRAP FOR MILLS 


Industry Faces Critical Shortage 
Of Metal for Sorely Needed 
Goods, He Says. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP)— 
Reconversion Director John R. 
Steelman urged today a redoubling 
of efforts to increase the flow of 
scrap metal to mills turning out 
the steel for “sorely needed 

goods.” 

The industry faces “a critical 
shortage of steel scrap,” Steelman 
said. 

In a letter to R. W. Wolcott, 
chairman of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute’s committee 
on iron and steel scrap, the re- 
conversion director said this com- 
mittee could do a lot to get more 
scrap to the mills.

FISCAL DEFICIT 


Revises Budget Estimates 
of Last January Paring 
‘in Red’ Figure by More 
Than Half to $1,900,- 
000,000. | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP)— 
Higher tax collections, resulting 
from business prosperity and high- 
level employment, are counted on 
by President Truman to reduce 
the national deficit for the current 


fiscal year, ending June 30, 1947. 

In a statement revising his bud- 
get estimates of last January, he 
announced tonight that to take 
greater advantage of boom-time 
revenue, he had issued economy 
orders to federal agencies that 
could tighten the federal purse 
strings to the point of affecting 
veterans and the 48 states. 

“Budgetary policies have become 
a major weapon to fight the kind 
of ‘boom and bust’ which fol- 
lowed World War I,” Truman said, 

The Army, specifically directed 
to cut back its program this year 
by one billion dollars, carried the 
big load in those orders. The 
Navy drew a $650,000,000- 
ment and the Maritime Commis- 
sion shipbuilding program one of 
$60,000,000 or an even 50 per cent, 
for a total of $1,710,000,000. Tru- 
man’s budget was based on the 
lower spending figures for those 
branches. 

In addition he instructed varioud 
departments to put specified ceil- 
ings on construction activities, 
without specifying what savings 
those ceilings would effect. 

It now appears that the Gov- 
ernment will go into the red by 
$1,900,000,000 for the fiscal year, 
the President said. That is less 
than half of the $4,500,000,000 defi- 
cit he estimated seven months ago. 
The cut was due to an estimated 
$8,100,000,000 increase in receipts 
to an unprecendented peacetime 
total of $39,600,000,000, 


Taxes at Present Level. 


The President said his estimates 
were made under the assumption 
that “taxes will be maintained 
at their present level.” He re 
peated that “no further tax re- 
ductions should be made until 
the present inflationary situation 
has passed.” 

The increase in the revenue 
estimate would have balanced the 
fiscal 1947 budget and provided a 
surplus, too, he said, if Congress 
had not voted—with some degree 
of Presidential approval—measures 
adding $4,400,000,000 to earlier ex- 
penditure estimates. His state- 
ment showed spending as well as 
federal income at a peacetime 
record level. , 

New Congressional Spending. 

The President itemized the con- 
gressional spending which he had 
not foreseen in January as fol- 
lows: 

Terminal leave pay, $2,400,000,- 
000; increased pay for military per- 
sonnel, $600,000,000; Philippine war 
damage and rehabilitation, $100,- 
000,000; Philippine loan, $100,000,- 
600; increased veterans’ pensions 
and liberalized benefits, $800,000.- 
000; housing, excluding defense 
housing, net of receipts, $200,000,- 
000; Post Office Department pay 
increase, $200,000,000. 

Of those measures, the Presi- 
dent recommended only the two 
Philippine items. He did not make 
any fight on others, and he put 
no blame on Congress for upset- 
ting his budget program by pass- 
ing them. 

Still further additions arising 
from program expansions and 
from outlays deferred from fis- 
cal 1946 resulted in a net in- 
crease, after offsets, of $5,500,- 
000,000 to last January’s spend- 
ing estimate. This sent the re- 
vised budget total to the peace- 
time record of $41,500,000,000. 

The President's statement indl- 

cated he already had headed off 
or directed cutbacks in spending, 
mostly by the War and Navy De- 
partments and the Maritime Com- 
mission, that would have piled at 
least $4,200,000,000 more onto the 
spending total. 

It promised he would keep try- 
ing “throughout the fiscal year to 
reduce expenditures whenever and 
wherever they can be reduced 
without harm to our security and 
the general welfare.” 

With that in mind, he told re- 
porters at a budget explanatory 
conference Friday that he was 
still hopeful that the presently 
expectable deficit can yet be 
wiped out and the budget balanced 
in the current fiscal year.

P budget follows: 


In accord with previous practice 
T present at this time a review of 
the federal budget for the fiscal 
year 1947, as well as actual fig- 
ures for the fiscal year 1946. This 
revision of the January budget es- 
timates takes into account not 
only the action on appropriations 
which Congress has just complet- 
ed, but also other new legislation 
adopted since January and changes 
in the economic outlook. In view 
of the mounting’ inflationary 
threat, I have instructed federal 
agencies to take drastic action to 
hold down expenditures and keep 
the expected deficit to the minl- 
mum. This review reflects the 
expected results of such budgetary 
action. 


I. SUMMARY: BU 
TRENDS AND B 
POLICY. 


Total budget expenditures for 
the fiscal year 1947 are now esti- 
mated at 41.5 billion dollars, and 
net receipts at 39.6 billion dollars, 
leaving an estimated budget deficit 
of 1.9 billion dollars. 

When budget end trust ac- 
counts are consolidated on a 
strictly cash basis, the Federal 


Government in the current fiscal 
year will take in 2.8 billion dol- 
lars more in fie form of taxes 
and similar cash receipts from 
the public than it will pay out’ 
to the public. In spite of a defi- 
cit in the budget, there will thus 
be a net absorption of purchas- 
ing power by the Federal Gov- 

ernment in the fiscal year 1947. 

The situation has changed ma- 
terially since the January budget 
was issued. Both expenditures 
and revenues are higher than were 
estimated then. The January 
budget estimated a deficit of 4.5 
billion dollars for the fiscal year 
1947. IY now expect a deficit of 
less than half that amount. 

As I anticipated in my atate- 
ment of April 11, the budget re- 
sults for the fiscal year 1946 were 
much better than expected in Jan- 
uary. Then a deficit of nearly 29 
billjon dollars was expected, about 
eight billion dollars greater than 
actually occurred. 

For the two fiscal years 1946 
and 1947 combined, the budget- 
ary improvement over the Jan- 
uary estimate is very striking. 
At that time it was estimated 
that the deficits for the two 
years would total 33 billion dol- 
jars. An aggregate deficit of 
22.6 billion dollars for the two 
years is now expected—a reduc- 
tion of one third. As a result 
the January estimate of a 271- 
billion-dollar public debt on 
June 30, 1947, is now reduced to 
261 billion dollars, or 10 billion 
dollars less. 

In less than two years the 
budget deficit has been cut from 
one of 53.9 billion dollars in the 
last full year of war to one of 
1.9 billion dollars in this, the first 
full year after the end of fight- 
ing. his cut in the deficit re- 
flects @ substantial reduction in 
government expenditures, with 
taxes maintained at a high level. 
Federal outlays will be reduced 
from the 100-billion-dollar war- 
time peak to 41.5 billion dollars in 
the fiscal year 1947—an expendi- 
ture still heavily loaded with war- 
related outlays. Revenues are ex- 
pected to decline much less than 
expenditures—despite the effects 
of the Revenue Act of 1945—from 
a 46.5-billion-dollar wartime peak 
to 39.6 billion dollars. The con- 
traction in wartime expenditures 
reflects more than a 90 per cent 
cut in munitions procurement, 
rapid demobilization of the Armed 
Forces and considerable curtail- 
ment in civilian federal personnel. 

The strength of the Armed 
Forces has been reduced from a 
wartime peak of 12.3 million to 
the present level of about 2.7 
million; it will be further re- 
duced by at least another mil- 
lion by June 30, 1947. The total 
number of federal civilian em- 
ployes in the continental United 
States has been reduced from a 
peak of 3 million to 2.3 million. 
I expect a further substantial 
reduction during the fiscal year 
1947 despite the important in- 
creases required by the program 
of veterans’ services and surplus 
disposal activities. 

This contraction in wartime 
budgets has been achieved through 
the concerted and joint effort of 
the Congress and the Executive 
agencies. 

The budget recommendations 
which I have transmitted during 
this session have been ‘Sased on 
severe scrutiny of 34.2 billion dol- 
lars of agency requests, which |! 
reduced by 22 per cent to 6.5 
billion dollars. The Congress re- 
duced them further in appropri- 
ating 249 billion dollars, (These 
figures exclude 7.8 billion dollars 
of indefinite appropriations for 
interest on the public debt, re 
funds, and various smaller items.) 

Furthermore, the Congress has, 
upon my recommendation, _re- 
scinded during the last year 58 
billion dollars of wartime appro- 
priations and authorizations. In 
addition to the formal rescissions, 
we have, through budgetary proc- 
esses, succeeded in securing the 
transfer of more than two billion 
dollars from special accounts to 
the Treasury surplus fund and 
miscellaneous receipts. These 
amounts otherwise would have 
been available for expenditure. 

Many of us are not yet satis- 
fied with the progress made. It

must be recognized, however, that 
not only war but the aftermath 
of war and the transition to 
peace are very expensive. 

National security and interna- 
tional commitments compel us to 
maintain a strong military estab- 
lishment. Our participation in in- 
ternational organizations, in the 
occupation of enemy countries, in 
international finance and relief 
helps to build the secure peace we 
all desire. The most destructive 
war in all history demands a 
commensurate constructive effort 
to achieve real peace. The do- 
mestic aftermath of the war, 
which includes care of war vet- 
erans, interest payments on the 
huge war debt, and many other 
such activities, requires tremen- 
dous sums, 


Expenditures for national de- 
fense, interest on the public 
debt, tax refunds, veterans, and 
international finance and relief 
account for 86 per cent of the 
budget total. The size of these 
programs makes it vital to exer-. 
cise the utmost economy. During 
the years of fighting, financial 
considerations had to be subor- 
dinated to victory with the least 
sacrifice of lives, This urgency 
is no longer present. Today 
Government expenditures can 
and must be scrutinized min- 
utely to obtain the maximum 
economy. .The present infla- 
tionary situation makes it im- 
perative that expenditures be 
cut to the minimum compatible 
with the responsibilities of gov- 
ernment. All deferrable pro- 
rrams must be postponed. 


Recent legislation has added 
considerable amounts to federal 
expenditures for the present fis- 
cal year, .I shall use all the 
powers available to the Execu- 
tive branch for reducing expend- 
itures which are not directly 
determined by legislation and 
which can be postponed or re- 
duced without serlous harm to 
national security and welfare. 

These measures of budgetary 
control will, in the aggregate, 
keep expenditures in the current 
fiscal year at least 2.2 billion 
dollars below what they other- 
wise would have been. 


I have directed the Secretaries 
of War and Navy to curtail mili- 
tary expenditures to the level 
contemplated in the January bud- 
get, except for termina] leave pay, 
and certain additional naval pro- 
grams which the Congress auth- 
orized upon my recommendation. 
My action requires the War and 
Navy Departments to offset the 
recent military pay increases by 
corresponding reductions in other 
areas. In addition, I have in- 
structed the Secretaries of War 
and Navy to examine the feasi- 
bility of still further reducing the 
military programs without impair- 
ing national security and the abil- 
ity to fulfill our internationa] com- 
mitments, 


In view of the rapidly mounting 
payments for veterans’ pensions 
and benefits, the Administrator 
of Veterans Affairs has been 
asked to review and tighten cer- 
tain standards for such payments 
in order to protect both the rights 
of deserving veterans and the na- 
tional pocketbook, 


I am addressing letters to the 
heads of those agencies which 
have direct charge of public 
works, end also to those which 
have responsibility for grants-in- 
aid or loans, requesting them to 
take all measures to secure the 
postponement of public works at 
the present time so that the Gov- 
ernment competes as little as pos- 
sible for scarce labor and mate- 
rials. I have also given instruc- 
tions to postpone all purchases of 
automobiles, office equipment, and 
other items in short supply except 
in emergency cases. 


Furthermore, various agencies 
will absorb the major part of the 
recently enacted pay increases. 


These measures of budgetary 
control,. achieved by searching 
and drastic action, reflect the 
maximum economies I have 
been able to secure by executive 
processes at the present time. 

In view of action the Congress 
has taken on price controls, I 
must repeat—witu added empha- 
sis—my recommendation of last 
January that no tax reduction 
be made until the inflationary 
situation has passed. 

Budgetary policies have be- 
come a major weapon to fight 
the kind of “boom and bust” 
which followed World War 1. 


II. ORIGINAL AND RE. 
VISED EXPENDITURE 
ESTIMATES. 


I am deeply concerned by the 
increase in the present estimates 
of expenditures over the tentative 
estimates which I transmitted in 
January. Total budget expendi- 
tures for the current fiscal year, 
including net outlays of Govern- 
ment corporations, were then 
estimated at 36 billion dollars. 
This estimate was based on then 
exi~.ing legislation and on legisla- 
tion which I recommended in the 
same message. 

The present estimate of total 
budget expenditures of 41.5 bil- 
lion dollars is 5.5 billion dollars 
higher than the January figure. 
P-ograms which have increased 
are: National defense, refunds, 
veterans’ programs, international 
finance, housing, and postal serv- 
ice. These combined programs are 
now estimated to cost 7.5 billion 
dollars more than six months ago.

About 1.5 billion dollars of the 

increases over the January esti- 
mate are accounted for by those 
expenditures originally scheduled 
for the fiscal year 1946, which 
were postponed and carried for- 
ward into the present fiscal year. 
This category includes the pay- 
ment of 950 million dollars on our 
subscription to the international 
monetary fund. In addition, there 
are deferred disbursements under 
the programs of the Export-Im- 
port bank and for the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration, 
Finally, expenditures for certain 
programs included in the January 
budget document are expected to 
exceed the original estimates by 
1.6 billion dollars. 

About 350 million dollars of 
this 1.6-billlon-dollar increase 
arise because government corpo- 
ration receipts from the sales of 
industrial raw materials and sur- 
plus plant and equipment are now 
estimated below those shown in 
the original budget. These receipts 
are treated as deductions from 
gross expenditures for national 
defense. 

A further reduction in receipts 
from the sale of surplus prop- 
erty by agencies other than Gov- 
ernment corporations is reflected 
in the estimates of miscellane- 
ous receipts of the general and 
special accounts, rather than as 
an offset to expenditures, Fati- 
mates of tax refunds have been 
increased by 270 million dollars 
because of experience with the 
new types of refunds, 

Many more veterans are avail- 
ing themselves of educational op- 
portunities and other benefits than 
was estimated in January. These 
veterans” programs alone account 
for one billion dollars of the in- 
crease in authorized programs, and 
some of these programs are still 
expending. I believe that tighten- 
ing of standards for veterans’ 
programs, especially for readjust- 
ment allowances and on-the-job 
training, can bring considerable 
economies. 

Decreases in Revised Estimates. 
The increase in certain categories 
of expenditures for the fiscal year 
1947 is offset, to some extent, by 
declines from the January esti- 
mates for other categories. These 
reductions, amounting to two bil- 
lion dollars, occur in programs 
for agriculture, social security, 
general public works and general 
government. A part of these re- 
ductions is to be attributed to de- 
lays in enactment of proposed 
legislation and to congressional ac- 
tion reducing appropriations below 
my recommendations. For exam- 
ple, the total of appropriations for 
civil departments and agencies is 
$104,000,000 below the recommen- 
dations—over one half of the de- 
crease in estimated expenditures 
for this item. 

The decrease of $737,000,000 in 
estimated expenditures for agri- 
cultural programs reflects primar- 
ily the fact that little, if any, out- 
lay for price supports will be re- 
quired in the current fiscal year 
in view of the present outlook for 
agricultural prices. Expenditures 
for food subsidies, also included 


ed at $975,000,000, including $175,- 
000,000 to liquidate 1946 obliga- 
tions.

The policy of deferment will al- 
so hold down commitments for 
public works in the years im- 
mediately following. 

Recent trends have _ indicated 
that military and naval expendi- 
tures in the current fiscal year 
were likely to run considerably 
above the level estimated in the 
January budget. This was true 
even excluding new legislation, 
such as the military pay increase 
and larger Naval appropriations 
recommended and enacted since 
January. The Secretaries of War 
and Navy, at my request, will re- 
duce projected expenditures for 
the Army and Navy by 1650 mil- 
lion dollars to the level shown in 
the revised estimates of this re- 
view. I welleve that this adjuat- 
ment can be accomplished with- 
out impairing the effectiveness of 
our military establishment.

The federal budget has hecome 
of such vital importance that Jjt 
must be viewed in its relationsh Pp 
with the economy as a whole. 

As in former years, I present... 
the moat recent estimates for the 
| Governme nt's budget and ‘he na- 
tion's budget, with data for a war 
| year. fiscal 1945, for comparison. 
| The comparison shows that cone 
‘sumer incomes in the last half of 
the fiscal year 1946 were at a rela- 
tively high level, in fact, not much 
| belov that of wartime. These con- 
Sumer receipts include a consider- 
able amount of income payments 
not received from our current pro- 
‘duction, such as mustering-out pay 
‘and veterans’ benefits, Consum- 
ers, who accumulated large re 
Serves during wartime, are in- 
(creasing their purchases. partly 
'finane ed by Installment credit. 
The current rate of net savings by 
consumers is greatly below the 
wartime rate. 

During the war business ac 
cumulated more. funds through de- 
preciation reserves and undistrit 
uted profits than it spent for car 
ital outlays. This trend has beer 
fully reversed. Capital formation 
chiefly for expending productiv 
capacity, inventories and expo 
now exceeds the internal fund ac 
cumulation of business, and th 
requires spending of accumulated 
funds or new financing. 

Increased spending by con- 
sumers, expended outlays by 
bu/ness, and a still high level 
of expenditures by Government 
are causing demand to outrun 
production. This characterizes 
the current inflationary threat. 

This situation requires that 
the Federal Government, as well 
state and local governments, re- 
duce expenditures and keep 
taxes at a high level. All defer- 
able expenditures, at all levels 
of government, should be post- 
poned until the backlog of de 
mand for goods and services is 
satisfied, 

I said in my January message: 
“Today inflation is our greatest 
immediate domestic problem.” 
This is as true now as it was 
six months ago. The traditional 
forces of private enterprise and 
self-reliance are at work in 
transforming a war economy 
into a peace economy of high 
production and full employment.

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Apparent Apathy in Most 
Areas Except Fifth Dis- 
trict May Mean Tues- 
day’s Vote Will Be 
Lightest in Years.

With President Truman exerting 
his official, political and personal 
influence to defeat Congressman 
Roger C. Slaughter of Kansas City 
for renomination, the Democratic 
primary fight in the Fifth district 
far overshadows in public interest 
the Republican and Democratic 
contests for nominations for 
United States Senator in the 
state-wide primary Tuesday. 

Apparent apathy on the part of 

the voters in virtually every part 
of the state, except the Slaughter 
district, probably will mean the 
smallest primary vote in many 
“years. It is doubtful if the total 
vote in both parties will reach 
500,000, or less than one-third the 
general election vote in Presiden- 
tia] years. 

In addition to candidates for 
lnited States Senators, candidates 
for other offices to be filled at 
the November election § include 
those for the 13 Missouri seats in 
Congress for the 17 vacancies in 
the State Senate, for the 154 seats 
in the state House of Representa- 
tives, for magistrates to succeed 
justices of the peace throughout 
the state, and for several minor 
offices in St. Louis and for some 
county offices in all the counties. 

Uncertainty on Slaughter, 

There is much uncertainty as 
to the outcome of the Slaughter 
Congressional fight, but notwith- 
standing the influence of the 
President most political leaders in 
Kansas City say privately that 
they believe Slaughter has the 
edge in a very close contest, In 
fact, the President's opposition is 
given as a strengthening factor 
for Slaughter. 

In his position the President has 
kept his oldtime alignment with 
the Pendergast machine, which he 
diverted from support of Slaughter 
to Enos A. Axtell, a comparative- 
ly unknown lawyer. The district 
contains a large independent vote, 
which is said to resent the Presi- 
dent's interference in a local poli- 
tical fight. The third candidate is 
Jerome Walsh, a lawyer, who gave 
Slaughter a close primary fight 
in 1944. Although opposed by 
Pendergast, Slaughter is not with- 
out organ.zation support, the op- 
posing, or Shannon faction, back- 
ing him. 

Because of lack of interest in 
the Republican primary, it is ex- 
pected that a large number of 
Republicans, variously estimated 
from 2000 to 7000, will go into 
the Democratic primary to vote 
for Slaughter. The Slaughter 
forces are counting on this Re- 
publican vote to nominate him. 

An intensive campaign has been 
conducted both by the machine, 
clean-up groups among the Demo- 
crats and organizations of so-called 
independents, with particular at- 
tention to the registration. Of a 
total increase in 4257 in the regis- 
tration in Kansas City, 3683 are 
in the Slaughter district. 

In the Democratic contest for 
T’'nited States Senntor, Senator 
Frank P. Briggs of Macon is 
generally believed to have a con- 
siderable advantage over his near- 
est opponent, Ben Marvin Casteel 
of St. Joseph. 

Briggs, who was appointed by 
Gov. Donnelly to fill the unexpired 
senatorial term of President Tru- 
man when the latter became Vice 
President, has the support of the 
National and State Democratic 
committees, of Gov. Donnelly, the 
State Administration and the CIO- 
PAC. He consistently supported 
the Roosevelt policies and has 
supported President Truman. 

Casteel has derived some mate- 
rial support as a result of the CIO 
support of Briggs, and has a fol- 
lowing among veterans, and in a 
few places in the state has local 
Democratic organization backing. 
However, thes party organizations 
in a large majority of counties 
are following the lead of the na- 
tional and state organizations for 
Briggs. Casteel has made an in- 
tensive campaign, having visited 
more than 90 of the 114 counties 
in a hand-shaking tour, 

The third candidate is Robert I. 
Young of St. Joseph, a farmer, 
whose vote will be negligible, 

Kem Expected to Win. 

Tn the Republican’ senatorial 
primary, James P. Kem, a rather 
smug Kansas City lawyer, will be 
nominated unless there is an up- 
set in the calculations of virtualy 
all of the Republican politicians. 
He has the support of the Repub- 
lican state committee and the Re- 
publican organization in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and generally in the 
counties. 

Kem's opponents are 
Congressman William P. Elmer, 
a lawyer, of Salem; former State 
Senator Ray Mabee, a lawyer of 
Unionville; William McKinley 
Thomas, a shoe worker, of St. 
Louis, and Dr- Herman G. Gros- 
by, a physician, of St. Louis, 

Elmer and Mabee probably will 
make substantial showings in the 
total vote, each having a wide 
state acquaintanceship§ through 
previous races, Mabee for the 
nomination for Attorney General 
and Elmer for the nomination for 
Lieutenant Governor There is no 
indication, however. that either 
will endanger Kem. Thomas and 
Grosby are not considered factors,

The President made no effort 
to claim the general Government 
would have a surplus on purely 
cash operations—as distinguished 
from bookkeeping entries—during 
the current fiscal year, though his 
revised figures so indicated. 

The figures, for instance, count- 
ed as scheduled for “spending” 
this year $2,400,000,000 for G.1. 
terminal leave pay although the 
act providing for it restricts. pay- 
ments to bonds not cashable for a 
five-year period, 

Failure to spend the money dur- 
ing this fiscal year would reduce 
cash outlay for the period more 
than the $1,900,000,000 deficit now 
forecast, leaving a $500,000,000 sur- 
plus on cash transactions from 
that item alone. 

The President gave assurance 
that the federal debt reduction 
program would continue, despite 
the deficit in current operations, 
through use of idle cash piled up 
in the Treasury by excess borrow- 
ing last year. 

Truman said the debt, now $268,- 
600,000,000, would be pared down 
to 261 billion dollars by next June 
80 with money taken from the 
Treasury's cash balance, now 
above 12 billion dollars, 


The Administration spending 
estimates were based on the as 
sumption that things the Govern- 
ment buys will not increase in 
price by more than 1 per cent a 
month through next June 30. 

Its tax collection estimates wer* 
based on the assumption that the 
national income, estimated in Jan- 
uary at 146 billion dollars, would 
reach 165 billion dollars this fiscal 
year.

all fronts.” 

St. Louis is the last major city 
in the United States without mu- 
nicipal rubbish collection, he said, 
adding, “St. Loulsans cannot af- 
ford to reject this bond issue. Ac- 
tual savings of far-reaching char- 
acter will result in the community- 
wide expenditure.” 

No Tax Rise, Nolte Says. 

In a recent speech advocating 
passage of the bond issue, Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte asserted that 
issuance of the bonds would not 
result in any increase in the city 
tax rates. He estimated that the 
collection system would result in 
a saving of more than $2,000,000 
annually to the property owners, 
who now must pay private oper- 
ators to haul rubbish and ashes. 

The annua) cost of maintenance 
of the municipal collection sys- 
tem has been estimated at $1,400,- 
000 by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Arthur C. Meyers, This an- 
nual cost would be paid from mu- 
nicipal revenue. 

It has been estimated, however, 
that construction of the incinera- 
tors and garages to house the 
necessary equipment would not be 
completed for at least a year, and, 
consequently, the added expendi- 
ture of municipal revenue for 
maintenance of the system would 
be delayed.

OULD Luke unwisely be 
W aiving away a secret if he 

told how he called the 
pitches on that knuckle bal] ar- 
tist? 

“I don’t think so,” said Luke. 
“Naturally all pitchers are striv- 
ing always for deception. When 
this pitcher throws a knuckler 
he tries his best to hide the 
fact. When he isn’t going to 
throw a knuckler, he shows the 
knuckler too obviously and then 
switches his hold on the ball. 
When he shows you the knuck- 
ler, therefore, you know he isn't 
going to throw it.” 

Luke went on to explain that 
it didn’t always result that you 
would pound a pitcher, merely 
because you knew what he was 
throwing. 

“How about the one-hitter 
Feller pitched against the Red 
Sox?” he asked, “Do you sup- 
pose anybody was calling Bob's 
pitches that day? And this 
pitcher we batted hard the other 
night while I was calling the 
knucklers has beaten our brains 
out when we knew every time 
he was throwing one.” 

What counter-measures can 
and does a club take when it 
suspects that somebody is call- 
ing the pitches? 

“Plenty,” Sewell replied. “All 
you need to combat the calling 
of pitches is a loud catcher.

We always 
considered those a bit far- 
fetched, knowing how complex 
and frequently changed pitch- 
ing signals are. 

Usually the catcher gives the 
pitcher three signs before each 
pitch. He'll flash one finger, 
two fingers and then three fin- 
gers or any combination of any 
number of fingers. The key is 
the agreement between the 
pitcher and catcher as-to which 
sign in the sequence is the one 
that counts, \ The key number 
is changed frequently, perhaps 
even in the middle of an inning. 
For instance, the opposition may 
have a man on second base, 
From that point he can see the 
catcher’s signs and perhaps even 
detect the key. The next inning 
or even after that batter leaves 
second base, the catcher may 
walk out to the pitcher and tell 
him the key is being switched, 
You can readily see, therefore, 
how dangerous it would be for 
a batter to take any tips from 
a faraway man with binoculars. 


Motion, Rather Than 
Sign, Usual Tip-off. 

EN who strive to get tnfor- 

mation so that they can tip 

off the batters watch for 
peculiarities of motion rather 
than signs. For instance a 
Cardinal pitcher a few years ago 
was being thumped unreason- 
ably hard by one opposing club 
which had a keen observer on 
the coaching line. Billy South- 
worth and Mike Gonzalez took 
charge of the pitcher at a spe- 
cial workout and studied what 
he was doing. They discovered 
quickly that whenever he 
gripped a ball to pitch a curve . 
the extra flexing of the arm 
muscles for the grip was re 
flected in a motion of the fore- 
arm. Southworth and Gonzalez 
called every pitch and the man 
on the mound had to admit that 
he was tipping off his delivery. 


To make it impossible for the 
enemy to call the pitches on that 
hurler it was arranged that he 
would grip the ball on every 
pitch the same way. The pitcher 
was Bob Bowman and the next 
time he pitched against the Dod- 
gers he hit Joe Medwick on the 
head. Southworth and Gonzalez 
always have contended that

NATIONAL STOCKYARDS 
ACCEPTS RATE ORDER 


Modified Ruling by Govern- 
‘ment Cuts Valuation to 
$4,534,600. 


The St. Louis National Stock- 
yards Co., which operates at Na- 
tional City, Ill, one of the five 
largest livestock exchanges in the 
nation, has accepted a modified 
order of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture fixing the value of its facill- 
ties for rate-making purposes at 
$4,534,600, The order also estab- 
lished rates to yield an estimated 
6% per cent return on this valua- 
tion after federal income taxes. 

While the Government valua- 
tion is about $2,500,000 less than the 
figure carried on the company’s 


books for its land and buildings 
last year, J. G. Sheaffer, president, 
insisted the two figures were not 
comparable. The rate base ex- 
cludes a number of items carried 
on the books and represents, for 
rate-making purposes, different 
values from those used in com- 
pany accounting, he explained, 

The concern neither buys nor 
sells livestock but provides pens, 


barns and runways where cattle, |, 


sheep and hogs are brought by 
producers for sale to packers and 
butchers. 

One result of accepting the or- 
der will be the retention of the 
company of $986,000 out of $1,- 
298,000 in impounded fees, repre- 
senting the difference between 
the rates ordered and those ac- 
tually charged pending a final de- 
cision on the rate hearing, Sheaf- 
fer pointed out the sum would 
enable the company to meet cur- 
rent obligations and maintain a 
reasonable working cash balance. 
Moody’s Manual of Investments 
showed the company’s unbroken 
dividend record since 1915 was in- 
terrupted last year when a net 
loss of $156,718 was sustained. 
Sheaffer said this figure might 
be changed by the modified rate 
order. The common stock was 
quoted this week on the Chicago 
Stock Exchange at about $42 a 
share, 

It is not believed likely the rate 
change will affect the price of 
meat paid by consumers.

Boston Uses :Ne ew w England 
Town Meeting Technique |; 
To Solve Labor Problems 


Industrial Relations 


Council Is Composed 


Primarily of Union and Business Repre- 
sentatives With Government Excluded and 
Disputes Are Thoroughly Talked Out.

BOSTON, Aug. 3. 


N this cradle of America’s first native political institutions men 
have made a useful discovery; that the hallowed New England 
Town Meeting technique offers a workable mechanism for get- 


ting at the core of labor-management problems and reducing indus- 


trial strife. 

Its modern-day form applied to 
labor and management is the In- 
dustrial Relations Council of 
Metropolitan Boston, a voluntary 
group composed primarily of la- 
bor unions and business firms. 
Exceptions are a university presi- 
dent as the public's representative 
and an executive director. If is 
said to be the first community 
program for settlement of labor- 
management controversies’ that 
entirely rules out Government 
participation. 


Talk Ranges Wide. 


Talk, the nub of the Town 
Meeting, is the fundamental prin- 
ciple upon which the Council op- 
erates. It encourages the talking 
out of mutual problems at mass 
conferences, frequent committee 
meetings and a weekly radio pro- 
gram. Subject matter traverses a 
wide range of topics, from indi- 
vidual union practices and col- 
lective bargaining to administra- 
Yon of contracts and joint politi- 
«1 action on issues of mutual in- 
terest. 

The council is run by an execu- 
tive committee of 14 members 
elected annually by the member- 
ship. Six must be chosen from 
management and six from labor, 
the latter divided equally between 
AFL and CIO. The thirteenth and 
fourteenth’ members are the pub-; 
lic member, President Daniel L. 
Marsh of Boston University, and 
the executive director, Prof. Rich- 
ard P. Doherty, head of the eco- 
nomics department at Boston 
University. 

Activities are financed on an 
annual budget which approxi- 
mates at present $14,000. This 
amount is raised from yearly 
membership fees, $10 for a local 
union and from $5 to $75 for a 
business firm, depending on the 
number of persons it employs. 

The main attraction each year 
is a one-day labor-management 
conference, addressed by promi- 
nent national labor, management 
and public figures. Smaller con- 
ferences are sponsored during the 
year respectively by the CIO, AFL 
and management groups, restrict- 
ed to members of the individual 
factions, 


Frequent Meetings. 


These get-togethers are but the 
frosting on the cake. The sub- 


ciliation committee (also composed 
equally of labor and management 
men), makes available one-man, 
bi-partite or tri-partite conciliation 
or arbitration panels at the re- 
quest of the disputing parties. 
Since V-J Day in only four cases 
was arbitration requested and in 
all, as in those informally con- 
ciliated, settlement was reached 
amicably. 

No one man can be credited with 
the formation of the Council. But 
Frederick W. Bliss, an industry 
member. of the executive commit- 
tee and present chairman, prob- 
ably pushed it on its way. Wil- 
liam K. Rand, president of Mon- 
santo Chemical Co., had much to 
do with its beginnings and served 
on the executive committee until 
he moved to St. Louis. Other busi- 
ness men and AFL and CIO lead- 
ers had prominent roles in its con- 
ception. 

Bliss, an amiable, pipe-smoking 
Rotarian and New England man- 
ager of sales development for 
General Electric Co., got things 
moving when, as head of the in- 
dustrial relations’ committee of 
the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, he decided to enlarge that 
body by inclusion of labor repre- 
sentatives. Prof. Doherty sug- 
gested instead a conference with 
business men and labor men to 
explore possibilities for forming 
an agency independent of the 
Chamber. In this way, he argued, 
the natural suspicion of labor men 
against a Chamber taint could be 
avoided. 


Year of Preparation. 


After a year of preparations, 
the Council emerged on the eve of 
Pearl Harbor. Almost immedi- 
ately war agencies, such as the 
War Labor Board, pre-empted the 
basic tasks the Council was going 
to perform. But the Council clung 
to its plan for annual confer- 
ences, radio programs and other 
educational devices. In the fall 
of 1944 Saul Wallen, regional 
chairman of the WLB, invited the 
Council to concillate many cases 
on the docket which he felt could 
be settled “out of court.” 

As Bliss views it, “the problem 
is to get common sense into ev- 
eryday plant relations, This 
means,” he said, “labor and man- 
agement must be taken away

On the tele- 
phone or in conference, he wrings 
dry the sum of his labor relations’ 
experience, “to de- 
stroy the mustard seed before it 
begins to germinate.” He works 
along these lines, stressing the 
voluntary nature of the procedure: 
A union representative com- 
plains of unreasonable obstinacy 
from a given firm. Prof. Doherty 
communicates with the head of 
the firm, directly if he knows him 
personally or through a mutual 
friend (usually a. management 
member of the executive commit- 
in an effort to bring the 
parties into the council office.

The Council, he added, 
tries to stimulate that mating. 


Program Indorsed. 


On the whole, labor and man- 
agement in the area indorse the 
Council and its program. Notable 
exceptions are left-wing elements 
in the CIO. Although their local 
officers co-operate § individually, 
Prof. Doherty said, the left-wing 
unions as a group boycott the 
Council He attributed the quasi- 
abstinence to the opposition of 
Communists and fellow-travellers 
to development of labor-manage- 
ment relations lacking resort to 
the Government. 

Prof. Doherty believes the pro- 
gram is feasible anywhere under 
three conditions: That top man- 
agement and labor: leaders will 
give it time and effort; that they 
will “sell the idea of participa, 
tion” to their colleagues, and that 
management and labor can secure 
an executive director who under- 
stands all the ins and outs of in- 
dustrial relations and can be fully 
acceptable to all firms and unions 
in the area,

WO sleek streamlined trains of the 
T suntinston Railroad rolled smoothly out 
of Chicago shortly after noon one day 
last April, each with about 200 passengers. 

Less than an hour later, 45 of them were 
dead or dying and 125 were in hospitals or 
pinned in the wreckage awaiting the acety- 
lene torches which cut them free from the 
twisted steel of the crushed cars. 

The Advance Flyer, running three min- 
utes ahead of the Exposition Flyer, had 
made an unscheduled stop at Naperville, 
Ill., because a trainman suspected a hot box 
or a defective brake. The Exposition Flyer, 
hurtling the rails at 80 miles .an hour, had 
passed a yellow caution signal about a mile 
and a half away, a red stop signal 1100 feet 
away, and smashed into the rear car of the 
Advance Flyer, splitting it like a mackerel. 

It was the worst wreck in the history of 
the Burlington Railroad, the worst on any 
railroad in nearly a year and a half. 

It wouldn’t have happened if a safety 
device long known and tested had been in 
operation. Only this week the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, on completien of its 
investigation, reported that automatic train 
control, which takes charge when a train 
crew for any reason fails to heed warning 
signals, would have prevented the accident. 


Commission Recommends 
Safer Passenger Coaches. 


The commission, however, did not recom- 
mend that the Burlington install automatic 
train control equipment, pointing out that 
there was now pending an inquiry to de- 
termine whether all railroads should be re- 
quired to install automatic train control and 
other. automatic safety appliances on all 
tracks where the authorized speed is 50 
miles an hour or more. 

The commission’s only recommendation, 
as a result of its investigation of the Naper- 
ville wreck, was that the Burlington discon- 
tinue operating passenger cars which do not 
meet present safety standards. Some of 
the cars in the two trains were early light 
weight streamliners not so sturdy as later 
models. 

It has been 40 years since Congress 
directed the commission to investigate train 
control equipment, and nearly 25 years 
since the commission reported: 

‘“‘Automatic control of trains is practicable 

. « The use of automatic train-stop or 
train control devices is desirable as a means 
of increasing safety ... The conclusion is 
inevitable that disastrous collisions will 
continue to occur unless and until auto- 
matic train-control devices are installed to 
prevent against human failure.” 

That report was made in 1922. Recently 
the Commission reported that 14,120 miles 
of railroad track were protected with auto- 
matic train-control or train-stop devices. 
There are nearly 200,000 miles of railroad 
track in this country, so that something like 
7 per cent of the trackage is now equipped 
with the devices which interested Congress 
back in 1906. 

Of course, much of the trackage is little 
used and does not require elaborate auto- 
matic devices for safe operation. But any 
annual compilation of ICC railroad accident 
reports shows the need for much more ex- 
tensive use of safety equipment if the risks 
of death and injury are to be substantially 


lessened. 


Preventable Accidents 

Occurring Every Year. 

This is not to say that the passenger takes 
his life in his hands when he boards a rail- 
road train. He has an excellent chance of 
reaching his destination safe and sound—in 
fact, the general counsel of the Association 
of Casualty and Surety Executives said re- 
cently, comparing home and railroad acci- 
dents, that people are safer on trains than 
they are in their own homes, 

This does not, however, alter the fact that 
there are, every year, preventable railroad 
accidents which take their toll in life and 
limb and that the most obvious method of 
reducing these accidents is wider use of 
automatic safety appliances. 

In the last fiscal year for which the ICC 
has compiled reports, ended June 30, 1945, 
it investigated 97 railroad collisions or ‘de- 
railments in which 311 persons were killed 
and 2301 injured, 

Almost exactly half of the collisions inves- 
tigated—35 out of 71—occurred on lines 
lacking the automatic block signals which 
warned the crew of the Burlington's Exposi- 
tion Flyer of the disaster that lay ahead at 
Naperville. 

Block signals have been known for more 
than 100 years. More than 40 years ago 
the ICC urged a Congress to pass a law for- 
bidding operation of passenger trains over 
tracks which lacked that protection. Since 
1920 the commission has had authority to

compel their installation when necessary to 
eliminate hazards. 

There are two kinds of block signals, 
automatic and manual. About half of the 
nation’s trackage, 101,389 miles, is now 
protected by automatic block signals, and 
another 40,878 miles is equipped with manu- 
ally operated block signals. This leaves 
something over 60,000 miles unprotected by 
even a rudimentary safety system which has 
been available to the railroads since 1842. 

And over much of that unprotected 50,000 
miles passenger trains travel at high speed. 
It was only a few weeks ago that the ICC 
began its inquiry to determine whether it 
should require block systems, automatic 
train control and other safety devices on all 
tracks where the authorized speed is 560 
miles an hour or more. 

This investigation was initiated shortly 
after the commission had ordered—not rec- 
ommended, for once—that the Seaboard 
Airline Railway install automatic block sig- 
nals on 580 miles of its tracks, 

What spurred the commission to action 
in this instance was a collision at Kollocks, 
S. C., last Dec. 16 in which six persons were 
killed and 150 injured. It took into con- 
sideration also the circumstance that it had 
investigated 10 previous accidents on the 
Seaboard, attributed either to the absence 
of block signals or to inadequate signals, 
and that in seven of these cases its recom- 
mendations for installation of adequate sig- 
nals had been ignored, Over this particular 
stretch of track Seaboard trains were oper- 
ated by the time-table, train order and 
manual block system, 


Signal Outmoded 
And It Came Too Late. 


If these arrangements for keeping crews 
informed of train movements seem primitive 
in this age of radio, radar and the atomic 
bomb, consider last year’s worst accident, 
on the Great Northern Railroad near Michi- 
gan, N. D., in which 34 persons were killed 
and 309 injured. 

The second section of the Empire Builder 
knifed through the rear coach of the first 
section when the former had to stop on ac- 
count of an overheated journal. There was 
no block signal on the track and there was 
not time enough to drop fusees or explode 
torpedoes. The only signal was given by a 
trainman who brandished a red flag and a 
lighted fusee, It came too late. 

Exploding torpedoes, red flag waving, 
brandishing of lighted flares—-these would 
have been the warnings of danger ahead, if 
there had been time for warnings. How 
much of a technological advance in signal- 
ing and communication these may represent 
over the smoke fires of the Indians and the 
beating of tom-toms may be questioned. 

After the disaster, the ICC recommended 
that the Great Northern install automatic 
block signals throughout the division in 
which it occurred, 274 miles between Fargo 
Junction and Surrey, N. D. In-this in- 
stance the railroad accepted the recom- 
mendation, 


Radio Necessary 

To Prevent Crash. 

In each of the accidents described, it is 
apparent that radio communication, had it 
existed, might have contributed importantly 
toward avoiding the crash and subsequent 
loss of life. 

Here is another instance, the second worst 
accident of last year where, seemingly, 
nothing but radio communication could have 
avoided a crash which cost 19 lives and 48 
injuries. 

This occurred a few minutes after 1 
o’clock in the morning on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, June 15, 1945, near Williamsport, 
Pa, An extra freight train, moving east on 
a tréck paralleling the westbound track of 


the railroad’s Dominion Express, bound 
from Washington to Buffalo, became stalled 
when its thirty-fifth car left the tracks be- 
cause of a hot box. Several following cars 
were derailed also, and two of them fouled 
the track of the approaching passenger 
train. 

Seconds later the Dominion Express, 
speeding at 60 miles an hour, crashed into 
thé freight cars which occupied its track. 
Block signals, train control, or even inter- 
train radio communication could not have 
stopped this accident. 


Railroads Experimenting 

With Radio Communication. 

But four times in the six miles before the 
slow-moving freight train became derailed, 
crossing watchmen had noticed the smoking 
journal, and had attempted, by waving 
lighted lanterns, to warn the freight crew 
of the danger. Their signals went un- 
heeded. 

Had so common a device as a walkie- 
talkie radio enabled them to communicate 
with the freight crew, the train might have 
stopped short of the point of derailment. 

But the ICC, after investigation, was 
silent on recommendations. It found simply 
that the accident was ‘“‘caused by derailed 
freight cars obstructing the adjacent main 
track.” The commission, apparently, took 
the view nothing could be done to prevent 
it from happening again. 

Railroads were toying with radio commu- 
nication back in the 1920s but when the 
Federal Radio Commission was set up in 
1927 to license radio operators they dropped 
out, although frequency allocations were set 
aside for them. Lately the railroads have 
been very much interested in radio com- 
munication, and many experiments are in 
progress.

In_ the 
Ukraine not one farm in a hun- 
dred is privately owned and 
operated. There land is held in 
common, tn collectives—in units of 
some 2500 acres for about a hun- 
dred families—with only an acre 
garden plot for the private use of 
each family. In the Baltics you 
have to search far and wide before 
you come across a collective farm, 
which would most likely turn out 
to be not a collective farm but a 
state farm, operated with hired 
help by the government as a 
model and experimental station. 


Family Owns Farm. 


In the Baltics land {s still held 
individually, that is, the farm be- 
longs to the family that lives on 
it, so long it lives on it and works 
it without hired labor except an 
occasional hand. The ownership 
is limited: the owner cannot sell 
it or mortgage it, but it is private 
ownership, nevertheless. 

The same goes for shops. There 
has not been a privately owned 
shop in Russia's Inland for some 
fifteen years now. There are many 
such shops In Talinn, Riga, Vil- 
nius, and other cities of Esthonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania. They are small, 
to be sure, tucked away in a side 
street. The big store on the main 
street with the resplendent 
window display is a government 
store. But the small private shops 
make up in number for size—and 
in courtesy for display. They are 
generally, 
exclusively, food shops. 
field a man can buy and sell with- 
out getting near the government 
except when paying taxes, where- 
as if he operates any other store 
he may have to buy his goods 
from the government factory. 

The food shopkeeper goes to the 
open market, where peasants sell 
their produce, buys for as low a 
price as he can bargain down all 
sorts of food, from a quarter of 
a beef to a jar of honey, from a 
sack of flour to a can of milk, 
or a basket of sunflower seed, 
which is the Russian equivalent 
of our chewing gum. He sells at 
whatever price he regards as fair

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Oh, to be a country squire and sit up 
in the house on the shady knoll, sip a 
giass of something cool and pen another 


letter to the Post-Dispatch about how ° 


the fish are running in Squire's Creek, 
or about a new species of butterfly that 
was seen in the county or some other 
detached ephemeral matters, 

On second thought, perhaps I don't 
envy these rural philosophers and na- 
ture lovers, for there is something stim- 
ulating about living in this steaming 
and teeming, ulcer-getting and high- 
blood-pressure-creating big city. 

This is going to cause a lot of pen- 
quivering and quill-scratching in the 
hinterland, but as a city man I prize 
a city man's interest in the plight of 
his neighbors; his sympathy for the la- 
boring men and women and their union 
Organizations; his interest in building 
better school systems; his interest, since 
he is part of the melting pot, in the 
plight of the peoples of other nations 
and his desire to have the United States 
participate fully in international organ- 
izations of the nations. In other 
words, he is interested in other peo- 
ples and their problems, 

One need only study the record of the 
way the cithes vote as against the way 
the rural areas vote. In matters of so- 
cial improvement, better conditions for 
working classes, better distribution of 
income and wealth of the nation, the 
metropolitan populations have been 
overwhelmingly on the liberal side, Too 
often the peoples of the larger cities 
have been held back and chained down 
by the banding together of the legisla- 
tors from the country, 

We in St. Louls and Kansas City pay 
most of the income taxes, sales taxes, 
property taxes and the gasoline taxes, 
yet we don’t in any way get a frac- 
tional return for our institutions and 
services. The bulk of the income is dis- 
tributed to the rural counties, and we 
in St. Louis, needing funds for our local 
government, must take upon ourselves 
an added tax, a city income tax. 

No, Mr. Country Squire, I'll take the 
warmer-hearted city man and woman 
any time over the self-centered country- 
town citizen. We have our political 
bosses and machines, but they can learn 
a lot from the boys who run your county 
political rings and who, as always, run 
the state governments, We may have 
our bigots and some of those who carry 
some of the Old World prejudices into 
our cities, but we are considerably more 
neighborly, not only to our own city 
people but to our neighbors of the 
world. 

I would like to see the country philos- 
ophers write a little more about our 
common problems, the city man and the 
farming man, and try to get their coun- 
try neighbors to realize that even 
though they may own a few acres or 
more, in reality they are working peo- 
ple too, and that their problems are no 
different than any city man who is be- 
hind a factory machine while the farm- 
ing man is behind a plow or harvesting 
machine. Even our biggest industrial- 
ists, merchants and business men have 
become more aware of our interdepen- 
dence. How about you country people?

Box Score of Congress 


The Seventy-ninth Congress, which ad- 
journed Friday, rose on occasion to a plane 
of statesmanship, but more often it sank to 
the level of peanut politics, 

Iis best performance by far was in the 
field of international relations. This Congress 
ratified the United Nations Charter, made this 
country a participant in the International Bank 
and Monetary Fund and authorized—somewhat 
belatedly—the British loan. 

A few hours before adjournment, the Senate 
approved adherence of the United States to 
the World Court. But the resolution is 
weighted with overcautious reservations which 
may cause trouble. 

In its earlier session, Congress distinguished 
itself by continuing the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments, including authority for the further re- 
duction of tariffs. 

. - + 

Aside from the commendable record in the in- 
ternational field, and the final agreement on a 
good bill for domestic control of atomic energy, 
one can point to hardly one piece of legislation 
that can be termed better than fair. 

There is the OPA bill, which may be moder- 
ately helpful but could prove exceedingly bad. 
In any case it was bungled in process of en- 
actment, and the temporary lapse of price 
controls did irreparable damage. 

The Full Employment Act, although it still 
could be useful in checking the extreme swing 
of the economic pendulum, falls far short of 
the objectives of the original bill. , 

The Congressional Reorganization Act repre- 
sents a definite gain, but it is only a begin- 
ning. It does not remove gag-rule by fili- 
buster in the Senate or overthrow the dictator- 
ship of the Rules Committee in the House. 
With all its defects, congressional reorganiza- 
tion might have been lost altogether had it 
not been buttered up with pay increases. 

On labor legislation Congress has earned a 
zero. The Hobbs bill is not a labor measure 
at all but merely an amendment to an anti- 
racketeering law. A badly needed increase ,in 
the minimum wage standard was prevented 
by the farm ‘bloc, particularly members from 
the South. The FEPC was smothered in the Sen- 
ate by the threat of a filibuster. 

+ + - 

Except for measures to provide dwellings 
for veterans, Congress flopped on housing 
legislation. The Wagner-Ellender-Taft _ bill 
would have provided adequate funds and set 
long-range policy for aids to public and private 
housing; it was killed by Republican opposition 
in the House, procured by the “shameful lobby” 
of the real estate interests, 

The Senate passed the Kilgore bill commit- 
ting the Government to a far-reaching pro- 
gram of scientific research to aid industry, 
particularly small companies which do not bene- 
fit firsthand from the large expenditures of 
the big corporations in this field. This bill 
was killed by the House Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce. Senator Kilgore 
charged its defeat to lobbying by powerful 
business interests which were afraid they 
would lose some advantage they now enjoy. 

The health and medical care program recom- 
mended by President Truman was never al- 
lowed to come to a vote. The will of the 
organized doctors and their spokesmen pre- 
vailed over the public's need. 

Measures to establish regional development 
authorities in the Missouri, Columbia and Ar- 
kansas Valleys collided with a complex of 
special interests and were never permitted 
to come to a vote. 

In the military department, Congress passed 
up universal training and, at the _ veiled 
prompting of Navy admirals and bureaucrats, 
refused to unify the armed services, Only 
with the greatest reluctance did it extend the 
draft for nine months, with the inclusion of 
19-year-olds, 

° ad * 

The Seventy-ninth Congress leaves undone 
many things which the country could not af- 
ford to have left undone—this although it had 
been in session since Jan. 3, 1945 (except for 
23 days). 

To the extent that President Truman’s 
recommendations have been far better than 
Congress's enactments, it is Congress rather 
than the White House that is to blame, But 
the President’s leadership has been marred 
by the appointment of incompetent cronies to 
positions of highest responsibilty and by an oc- 
casional emotional error—instance his threat to 
draft labor during the railroad strike. 

Since the American system, fortunately, 
does not conduce to the choice of supermen 
as President, it is up to Congress to do its 
best regardless of lapses at the White House, 
The central fact is this: Had Congress been 
on the right side as often as President Truman 
has been, most of the things that now stand as 
failures would stand as substantial successes. 
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Revolt in Tennessee ‘ 

The veterans who revolted with armed force 
against machine politics at Athens, Tenn, were 
under great provocation. 

They had given up a part of their youth 
and risked their lives to overthrow dictators 
in Europe and Asia. Then they found some- 
thing like fascist dictators entrenched -in their 
own county. They first attacked this thing at 
the polls. If the machine had shown a com- 
parable respect for constitutional fair play, 
the votes would have been freely cast and 
honestly counted, and that would have been 
the end of it, 

But the machine feared a fair election. So 
it armed a pack of “deputies” to impose a dis- 
honest election. Its thugs forcibly ejected 
veterans’ watchers from polling places. One 
of them shot a man who was about to vote 
“the wrong way.” They finally seized the 
ballots and holed up in the county jail. 

The veterans might have appealed to the 
courts. However, many Tennessee judges are 
beholden to the Crump-Biggs machine, under 
which the McMinn County boss held sway. 
Even if justice had prevailed in the courts, it 
would have been slow, and the machine would 
meanwhile have continued its course of taxes, 
tyranny and_ terrorism. So the _ veterans 
answered violence with violence. 

We do not suggest for a moment that vio- 
lence is a tolerable gubstitute for peaceful cone 
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stitutional methods. Violence means bloodshed. 
It can be employed as readily by dictators ag 
by democrats. It is justified only in ex- 
tremity, and the outsider will judge for him- 
self whether the extremity justified the vet- 
erans’ means. 

Whatever one’s judgment may be! the re- 
volt in little Athens has a lesson for every 
community and state and for the federated 
Union itself, The lesson is the old one 
to show constant vigilance that abuses may 
not grow until there is a temptation to proceed 
violently against them.

Questions for the Mayor 

Mayor Kaufmann says local labor leaders 
are “cold” to the Toledo industrial peace plan. 
This comment comes four months after the 
Mayor promised to give the plan thorough 
study. It leaves St. Louis as before—waiting 
for strikes. 

Is the Mayor’s assumption correct? The pre- 
ventive mediation of the Toledo plan was in- 
dorsed months ago by twoof our principal labor 
leaders: John J. Church, executive secretary of 
the AFL Building & Construction Trades Coun- 
cil, and Oscar Ehrhardt, secretary of the CIO 
Industrial Union Council. Mr. Ehrhardt said, 
“The CIO is 100 per cent for the idea in the 
interest of industrial peace.” Does he sound 
cool to the proposal? 

Why, in any case, should adoption of the 
Toledo plan be wholly dependent on a popu- 
larity poll of labor or management? The plan 
is not primarily a project for either. It is a 
defense of the public, against the uninvited 
wounds of economic battle. 

No doubt there are men in both manage- 
ment and labor who would be suspicious of 
the idea. That was so in Toledo. The air 
was frigid when the lLabor-Management- 
Citizens’ Committee first met there, But the 
Toledo plan proved itself. No union or com- 
pany was forced to accept it, but today many 
are begging for participation. It is not pana- 
cea, but it has settled a dozen strikes quickly. 
It requires concessions from labor and man- 
agement, but guarantees the rights of both. 
It protects wages and earnings as well as 
community services. Toledo likes it, 

Against the proved facts, Mayor Kaufmann’s 
veiled objections won't carry across Twelfth 
street. He states that St. Louis might not be 
able to afford a competent administrator for 
such a plan. But in Toledo, the principal cost 
is for a secretary. The burden for creating 
industrial good will rests with six labor lead- 
ers, six business men and six members repre- 
senting the public, who include the Vice 
Mayor, three churchmen, a judge and an edu- 
cator. 

But the salient question is, can St. Louis 
afford not to try the way of local concilia- 
tion? St. Louis is confronted right now with 
six strikes and more than 6000 idle workers. 
What voice has the public had in the strikes 
at Monsanto, or International Shoe, or Fulton 
Bag, or the other scenes of dispute? In Toledo, 
the public has been protected against such 
strife. Who will protect the public interest in 
St. Louis? 

That is Mayor Kaufmann’s rightful concern, 
Unless he thinks St. Louis enjoys the irre- 
trievable wastes and disruptions of economic 
warfare, he ought to be pushing and promot- 
ing and instituting the Toledo idea in this city, 
instead of winding up four months of hesitancy 
with more of the same. 
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A Vote Against a Rat Run 


Tuesday's primary election can erase an old 
picture of civic backwardness. It is a portrait 
of St. Louls—a city which has long neglected 
municipal collection of trash and ashes, while 
other communities have fast adopted that 
service. It is a city which spreads its litter 
upon vacant lots, around ashpits and back- 
yards. It is a feed bin for rats. 

This is a picture painted by apathy. It is 
the same apathy which chills an election, yet 
can be conquered only by ballot. So Tuesday's 
primary voters can create a clean, rat-free city 
only through a two-thirds vote in favor of the 
proposed $4,000,000 bond issue. A mark on 
the ballot to finance rubbish collection will be 
a mark of St, Louis’s self-respect. 
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A College for Camels 


The cigarette aristocracy is buying educational 
monuments again, Trinity College changed its 
name to Duke University 22 years ago for a 
whopping share in Lucky Strike profits. Not to 
be outdone, the Reynoldses have now persuaded 
Wake Forest College to move to Winston-Salem 
in return for a chunk of Camel money. (Where 
does that leave Chesterfield?) 

Some said of the Duke deal that it took a 
rather special kind of brass to substitute one’s 
own name for that of the Holy Trinity. It will, 
no doubt, be said that Wake Forest's fine 112- 
year-old dignity will fade into the widening 
collegiate commercialism. It may be. There is, 
however, a more telling criticism. 

Both these endowments are monuments to 
human exploitation. The cigarette industry has 
taken full advantage of the fact that its labor 
supply comes from some of the hardest-pressed 
people of America—from the poor of the moun- 
tains and Piedmont of North Carolina. ‘The in- 
dustry pays large profits but meager wages. 

The question is whether the Dukes and 
Reynoldses would not build finer monuments 
by giving their workers a better break. 
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The Lonesome Dollar

Later, Capt. Marsh took Custer to his 
last stand. The account of the frantic ef- 
forts of Curley, the Crow scout, to make 
known the disaster by a combination of 
the sign language and a pencil diagram 
provides a high point of this story. 

Buffalo Bill, Gen, Miles, Sitting Bull and 
a constant procession of pioneer notables 
move through these pages, first published 
in 1909 and now presented in a new edi- 
If a passenger presented him with 
a fresh Indian scalp, the Captain kept it 
until it was well dried and made it a gift 
to some friend, For some of the lower 
river tales the author consulted Samuel 
Clemens, whose path crossed that of Capt.

Once upon a time H. Allen Smith was a 
New York feature writer, and he special- 
ized in smelling out queer people and writ- 
ing funny pieces about them, 

Apparently the supply of whacks is lim- 
itless, for they supplied him with material 
for three books and now a fourth—a novel 
about a cat who inherited the New York 
Loons, a baseball team, and purred them 
on to the world’s championship. 

“Rhubarb” was an odd cat who went on 
a hilarious catnip binge and chased dogs. 
But he was no odder than the humans in 
this Smith’s-ownian collection. These in- 
clude Willy Bodfish, whose ruling passion 
was having his teeth filled at the dentist’s, 
and Clarissa Wood, the cat lover, who 
campaigned bitterly against use of the 
word “kitty” in poker games. 

Rhubarb was capable of generating a 
nation-wide frenzy too, especially when 
radio began broadcasting his testimonials 
for canned fish, cedar chests, mattresses, 
worming pills, electric trains, soap, eye- 
drops and a new definitive history of 
World War II. Unswerving Smith fans 
should find “Rhubarb” a tasty dish.

Somewhat schoolmasterish, this passage, 
but Mr. Laxness is seldom this direct. 
Usually the story speaks for itself, through 
the mouths of its generous roomful of 
stubborn, salty, independent characters. 

Their conversations are something to 
listen to. Mr. Laxness gives us their talk 
with a full appreciation of their basic wis- 
dom and their provincial naivete; all this 
with an irony which is quite individual, 
altogether his own. 

Some of these conversations can only be 
called great; for instance, the Fell King’s 
rumination on war. Seldom have sincerity 
and naivete and irony combined so per- 
fectly in one speech. 

Humane humor and generous irony make 
up this book’s peculiar flavor; those, and 
the Icelandic ruggedness of landscape and 
character. And when finally the tough 
armor of independence is pierced and the 
simple crofter perceives his dependence 
(while continuing to assert its contrary), 
the tragedy elevates and ennobles as tra- 
gedy should, the peasant becomes Man, 
who, through suffering, error, endurance, 
and weakness, has fully asserted his final 
dignity.

The Villarroel government was 
the worst of the military tyran- 
nies which South America has 
seen in recent times, It had 
turned Bolivia into an immense 
concentration camp. Officers who 
had been notorious as Axis agents 
finaily dominated the regime. The 
Foreign Minister in the preced- 
ing government, Dr. Carlos Salinas 
Aramayo, who had signed the dec- 
laration of war against the Axis, 
was executed without trial. Out- 
standing patriots, including Sena- 
tors like Dr. Luis Calvo and Felix 
Capriles, wore brutally murdered. 
Torture and assassination were 
daily occurrences. Civil liberty 
and individual freedom had been 
abolished. 

When the Villarroel junta first 
seized power in the early winter 
of 1044, the U. 8. Department of 
State withheld recognition. It de- 
manded that the other American 
republics also withhold recognition 
unti] the United States could de- 
termine the origins and policies 
of the de facto government. After 
marking time for several months 
the Department of State sent a 
mission headed by Ambassador 
Avra Warren to La Paz to in- 
vestigate local conditions, The 
“Warren” report resulted in rec- 
ognition of the Villarroel govern- 
ment by the United States and by 
the other American republics, 

Report Called Superficial 

There were two significant as- 
pects of the procedure adopted 
by the Tinited States, 

The report of the Warren mis- 
sion represented an investigation 
of the antecedents, connections 
and fitness for office of the Boll- 
vians responsible for the Villar- 
roel dictatorship, and indorsed 
the assurances given by these in- 
dividuals as to the policies, both 
foreign and domestic, which they 
asserted they would carry out. 

The result was that this intro- 
mission by the Department of 
State into Bolivia's internal af- 
fairs was regarded throughout 
Latin America as an evidence of 
unwarranted interference by the 
United States in a sovereign 
country, 

The report could not have been 
other than superficial, Moreover, 
when it was learned that the re- 
port had resulted in recognition, 
the democratic opponents of the 
dictatorship insisted that recogni- 
tion after such official investiga- 
tion inevitab:; gave moral support 
to Villarroel and his accomplices. 
As one of Bolivia's best-known 
liberals wrote me the other day, 
to. the Bolivian democrats “the 
Warren report was the commence. 
ment of the martyrdom imposed 
upon Bolivian democrats; it was 
a document shameful for ita lack 
of accuracy, and for the ends 
which it sought.” 

Viewed as Overt Intervention. 
The second unfortunate aspect 
of the procedure adopted was that 
not only did the other American 
republics object to such overt in- 
tervention, but they objected quite 
as much to the insistence of the 
United States that they follow its 
lead in extending recognition on 
the basis of a report whose ac- 
curacy they questioned and which 
had been drawn up by a United 
States agent acting solely under 
the orders of Washington, They 
could not agree that this repre- 
sented that kind of consultation 
on equal terms established in the 
earlier days of the “Good Neigh- 
bor Policy” as a means of reach- 
ing joint decisions on questions 
affecting the interests of all of 
the American republics. 

Recently the Governing Board 
of the Pan American Union unani- 
mously accepted the report of a

tive intervention” in the internal 
affaira of American states. 
may hope that this time the De- 
partment of State will stick to this 
new re-affirmation of -its many 
previous commitments on non- 
intervention, Had it adhered to 
them in the case of Bolivia, as 
well as in the case of Argentina, 
it would have spared the people 
of the United States much dan- 
gerous antagonism in Latin Amer- 
ica, and would have prevented a 
grave weakening of the inter- 
American system in these critical 
months, 

The Estrada Doctrine. 

The experience of the last three 

years raises the question whether 
the time has not now come for 
the American republics to incor- 
porate also in the proposed De- 
claration of the Rights and Duties 
of the American States the princi- 
plese of the Estrada Doctrine, spon- 
sored formerly by the Government 
of Mexico. This doctrine for the 
automatic recognition of all gov- 
ernments which come into power 
in the American republics, and 
which would prevent such disas- 
trous consequences as those result- 
ing from the policy recently pur- 
sued by the United States in re- 
gard to the recognition of de facto 
governments in Bolivia and in 
Argentina. 
The recent history of Bolivia 
also raises another question of 
outstanding importance. One of 
the final acts of the Villarroel gov- 
ernment was the expropriation 
on June 14 of two Bolivian news- 
papers, La Razon and Ultima 
Hora, because they were oppos- 
ing the government, * By this ex- 
propriation the last remnant of 
freedom of information available 
to the Boliviana was atified, 


Press Group’s Opportunity 
The suppression of freedom of 
the press in an American repub- 
lic is sure proof that the govern- 
ment has lost popular support, or 
is establishing totalitarianism, 
Such aetion affects all of the 
Americas. It not only prevents 
the people of that country from 
expressing themselves, It also 
prevents public opinion in the rest 
of the Americas from learning of 
official abuses and from thereafter 
making its salutary influence felt. 
The committee appointed, under 
the chairmanship of Wilbur For 
rest of the New York Herald Tri- 
bune, by the press of the United 
States to further freedom of infor- 
mation throughout the world has 
already brought about tangible 
results. This would seem a fav- 
orable opportunity for the com- 
mittee to sponsor an inter-Amert- 
can presse conference to seek a 
hemispheric agreement on the 
measures of co-operation which 
the press in the rest of the Amer- 
icas might undertake should any 
American government violate 
these rights. 

Such a step would complement 
official efforts, It would set a 
practical regional example which 
would prove of value to the Social 
und Economic Council of the 
United Nations. It would hasten 
the day when real democracy will 
prevail in every part of the New 


tion of the Rights and Duties of 


World.

Europe. All along the “iron 
curtain,” you find evidences of 
reaction against Communism. The 
closer you t, the heavier the 
vote is against the Communist 
party wherever there are free elec- 
tions: 


In Austria, the Communists 
polled only & per cent of the total; 
in Germany, 9 per cent, 

American correspondents com- 
ing out of the Balkans say there 
is a marked change since a year 
ago. When the Russians came in, 
some of those small countries 
welcomed liberation from the Na- 
zis. After a year of Russian dom- 
ination, in which thelr nations 
have been turned into virtual So- 
viet republics, the Communists 
are increasingly unpopular. 


“The cure for Communism is 
Communism,” said one American 
observer of sixteen years’ exper- 
lence in central] Europe, “but it’s 
too late for most of those people 
now. The Soviets dominate them 
far more absolutely than Adolf 
Hitler did. The people have no 
voice, They can’t vote for some- 
thing else in free elections.” 

Their Two Mistakes, 
Some say the Russians made 
two big mistakes—(1) letting the 
Red Army see the west and (2) 
letting the west see the Red Army. 

There are reports of increasing 
Red Army desertions. There also 
seems to be a fairly heavy turn- 
over of Red troops, sent back 
after short periods in occupied 
zones. There is no doubt that the 
ruthless tactics and, in Many 
cases, barbarous treatment of peo- 
ple practiced by Russian troops 
cause deep resentment. 


Yet, so far, the Russians have 
won most tricks in this new game 
of power politics for control of 
central Europe. They are playing 
either to dominate these states 
economically ahd politically or to 
so weaken them that there can be 
no effective force on the Conti- 
nent except Russia. They are 
making headway on both points. 

It is difficult for the American 
at home to grasp how sharply 
Europe is split between western 
democracy and the totalitarianism 
of Russia, 

The doubletalk out of Moscow 
about “democracy” confuses those 
far away, but not those close up. 
They see the grim dictatorships 
being perfected in the Balkans, 
with concentration camps, con- 
trolled press, the liquidation of 
opposition, the pseudo-elections, 
They see and fear the ruthless 
Communist grip on the Soviet- 
occupied gonea in Germany and 
Austria and its infiltration to the 
west 


50,000 Herded in Camp. 


With a party of American edl- 
tors, I saw some examples here of 
what one high American called 
“inhumane and barbarous’ treat- 
ment of minorities. Overnight 
54,000 Germans were ordered 
thrown out of their homes, Many 
had lived here for years and had 
become Austrian citizens. They 
were herded into barbed-wire in- 
closures and sent off to a former 
Slave labor camp at Melk, some 
to satay there indefinitely. 


This camp, moves te J for months 
and already completely looted by 
the Russians, has no windows in 
the buildings, no fuel and no 
stoves, no water or sewage sys- 
tem.

Timoshenko Also Exiled, 


Item one: The exile of the great 
Zhukov to the command of the 
garrison at Odessa is only the 
most spectacular development in 
the retreat of the generals into 
obacruity. Long before Zhukov, 
Timoshenko had also been exiled 
to the command of a distant gar- 
rison. Rokossovsky, who was al- 
ready under a political cloud be- 
fore the war, is now tipped by 
the wiseacres as a good prospect 
for public or private extinction.

Harshness of 5-Year Plan. 


Item Two: The harshness of the 
new five-year plan is infinitely 
greater than one has been led to 
suppose. All sorts of figures are 
quoted by the diplomats here. One 
fof these, which is no doubt ex- 
aggerated but nevertheless symp- 
tomatic, is that the new plan con- 
templates an allowance of one 
pound of butter per Soviet citizen 
per year. 

The point is that while no de- 
talled figures are available, no 
one questions that the masters of 
the Kremlin have embarked on a 
policy of putting guns further 
ahead of butter than has ever 
been dreamed of before. At the 
same time, all the evidence sug-

Soviet state is in a condition of 
serious military weakness, 

The facade of victory is there, 
but behind the facade there are 
realities, generally agreed on, of 
shortages of such essential raw 
materials as oil and breakdowns 
resulting from war in many cate- 
gories of vital industrial produc- 
tion, In addition to the terrible 
new weapons of total destruction, 
moreover, there are some types of 
more familiar armament such as 
long-range and high altitude air- 
craft which the Soviet state is 
only now beginning to manufac- 
ture, 


Iron Grip by Secret Police. 


Item three: The first item is an 
aspect of a process of which the 
second item, intensive rearmment, 
is in part the purpose. The iron 
grip of the secret police—the 
dreaded NKVD which has now 
been reorganized and given an- 
other new name—has been im- 
mensely tightened. This was nec- 
es not only for rearmament 
but also in order to cure tho rav- 
ages of war on the Soviet system 
as a whole. 

It is too often forgotten that the 
Russian stooge of Hitler, Gen. 
Viasov, was able to recruit an 
army of more than 1,000,000 Soviet 
citizens to fight against the moth- 
erland. It is now known that the 
bloody battle of Velikie Luki, one 
of the bitterest engagements of 
the eastern war, was fought al- 
most entirely between Russians. 
The Russian units in the German 
army were in fact regarded as 
wnely dependable and of high 
fighting caliber. The meaning of 
this should be sufficiently obvious. 


This sort of thing, plus such 
problems as the disillusionment of 
the loyal Soviet forces who have 
seen Europe, plus the Soviet mill- 
tary weakness, adds up to an ex- 
planation of the tightened grip of 
the secret police. As to the fact 
that the secret police have never 
exercised their power more ruth- 
lessly, few of the innumerable 
qualified observers here have any 
doubt. The regime of iron is 
harsher than ever before in every 
respect, from the penalties for in- 
discrete intercourse with any for- 
eigner to the briskness with which 
examples are made of those who 
wander into error. The indictment 
of a large number of officials in 
charge o: heavy industrial*produc- 
tion, on the surprising charges of 
misappropriation of funds, is a 
small sign of what goes on within 
Russia. From this sort of sign, 
and from the exile of the generals, 
there are many who deduce that 
the period of the Soviet state “eat- 
ing its ‘own children” is by no 
means at an end. 

Such is the current political oli- 
mate within the Soviet state, as 
the best qualified men at this re- 
union of best guessers from all 
over the world now describe it. 
It hardly seems to hold out that 
hope for a change in direction of 
Soviet policy, towards closer col- 
laboration with the Western 
World, which is the basis of the 
present foreign planning of the 
Western nations, But whether any

UNRRA Chief Asserts 
He Could Clean It 
Up Overnight With

ence today at the Palace of 
Justice, “and I will clean up 

Trieste overnight.” 

The chief of the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration, who is making a tour of 
Europe, referred to his cha:se yes- 
terday in Belgrade that millions 
of dollars’ worth of UNRRA goods 
earmarked for Yugoslavia, Aus- 
tria, Czechoslovakia and Hungary 
have been stolen “with the knowl- 
edge, collusion and connivance of 
the very forces supposed to be 
protectins these supplies.” 


LaGuardia, who formerly was 
mayor of New York, added that 
Trieste is “a New York police job,” 


He was eurprised to find in to- 
day’s issue of the Stars and 
Stripes a reprint of a telegram of 
protest which he sent on July %8 
to Lt. Gen. John C. H, Lee, com- 
mander of Allied forces headquar- 
ters at Caserta, Italy. 


“That wasn’t supposed to be 
givea ov’ ” the speaker said. 


Reply “Unsatisfactory.” 


He then admitted he had re- 
ceived a reply from Gen. Lee and 
that it vas “unsatisfactory.” 

“But we will settle it,” he prom- 
ised. “It will take only one more 
conference.” 

LaGuardia declared there are 
three reasons why he is sure 
UNRRa will come to an end next 
Jan. 1, 

“The first is that we shall have 
no more money,” he explained. 
“After that the other two reasons 
are unimportant.”

Other agencies will take over 
UNRRA's work in time, said the 
visitor, but “they will certainly 
not be ready by the end of 1046.” 
These agencies are the Interna-

"If it turns out to be a bank and 
not a pawnshop;” and two United 
Nations’ subsidiaries, the Interna- 
tional Refugee and World Health 
organizations, 

He asserted that the problem 
of 800,000 displaced persons in 
Europe is “an intensely human 
one.” He declared that they can’t 
be kept Im camps all their lives 
and that it will be necessary to 
find places where they can go, 


Cites Their Difficulties, 


The refugees, he admitted, often 
seem “pretentious and demand- 
ing” but one must remember they 
have been kicked about for years 
and that displeasing attitudes may 
be due to thelr hopeless and heart- 
rending situation. 


He said he had visited the 
Jewish camp at Wolfratshausen, 
which has been notorious for re- 
peated disorders. Asked whether 
black markets were still flourish- 
ing there, he answered in sur- 
prise that the internees had plenty 
of food of their own. He was 
informed that the inmates were 
sellers and not buyers in the 
black market, 

“T guess that’s one of the things 
they did not tell the boss,” he 
declared.

Big Five Line-up. 


The line-up of the Big Five is 

roughly this: 

ussia— Strong for the veto 
as it is, with an extremely 
liberal way of interpreting ques- 
tions on which to invoke the 
veto. It is reported reliably in 
Soviet circles that Russia has 
the firm, definite and final con- 
viction that the veto should 
stand without change. 

The United States—Strong for 
the veto, but favoring its use 
only on grave and serious oc- 
casions, such as the possibility 
of resorting to force to main- 
tain the peace. 

Great Britain—Also back of 
the veto, with the feeling that 
it must not be used lightly. 

France—Still rebuilding after 
the devastation of war and oc 
cupation, France sees the veto 
as a good insurance policy, Sit- 
ting between Russia and the 
western powers, France con- 
ceivably could use the veto as 
a balance wheel, France already 
has shown signs of being the 
prime mover of compromises in 
the Security Council. 

China—Agreeable to the veto 
now but not so strong for it. 
China already has offered to 
do away with the veto on 
atomic questions, strongly en- 
dorsing the United States atomic 
energy control plan in that re- 


spect, 
What the Veto Ia, 
What is the veto? 


It is the authority granted in 
the U. N. charter for any one 
of the five big powers, designated 
as permanent members of the 
Security Council, to kill any “ques- 
tion of substance” if that power 
does not approve of it. 

Since the Council set up shop 
last January, Russia has used the 
veto five times. Russia tried it a 
sixth time on the matter of 
Canada sitting at the Security 
Council table on questions affect- 
ing atomic energy, in which 
Canada has a definite stake as a 
member of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. In that instance, how- 
ever, the four-power declaration 
made in San Francisco was 
brought up and Russia's delegate, 
Andrei A. Gromyko, did not press 
the point, 

The four-power declaration in 
which France later joined covered 
specific questions on the voting 
procedure of the Security Council, 
outlining what would be pro- 
cedural and what would be ques- 
tions of substance. 

On matters of procedure, Article 
27 of the charter provides that 
the votes of seven members of 
the Council, with all five r- 
manent members voting together, 
are necessary for approval, 

A Hypothetical Case, 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, illustrated how the thing 
works. In a broadcast to the 
United Kingdom on the first birth- 
day of the U. N., Cadogan posed 
this hypothetical case: 

The principals are two of the 
five big powers, "A," and “B.” 

“A makes a far-reaching pro- 
posal. B feels he must vote against 
it and the proposal therefore fails. 
But B then puts up a more mod- 
erate proposal which would re- 
ceive the votes of a sufficient ma- 
jority of the council, If A pos 
sessed no veto, he could vote 
against it, or he could abstain, 
and the will of the majority would 
still prevail. 

“But as it stands now, if he 
votes against it because he feels 
that it would be fllogical to vote 
for a proposal differing from his 
own, then the will of the ma- 
a is obstructed— perhaps even 
y that one single vote.” 

There is considerable thought 
in the United States that the veto 
was conjured up in the Kremlin. 
That is wrong. 

Proposed by Roosevelt. 

President Roosevelt took the 
veto formula with him to the 
Yalta conference, where the gen- 
eral outlines of the formula were 
approved. 

Roosevelt had his eyes on two 
delicate spots in packing the veto 
in his Yalta bag. 

One was the Congress of the 
United States, which has a great

Persons close to the 
formative period of the U.N. indi- 
cate it was felt that Premier 
Stalin would look with more favor 
on an organization in which 
Russia had a good brake such as 
the veto.

Now the principal cry is for 
moderation in its use, 


Evatt Strong Against It. 


The chief antagonist of the veto 
is Dr. Herbert V. Evatt, Aus- 
tralia’s Foreign Minister. He has 
fought it steadily since San Fran- 
cisco and asked formally that it 
be put on the September Assembly 
agenda after the June 26 council 
session which was marked by 
three Russian vetoes on the 
Spanish question. 


Then in a broadcast address on 
July 15, he condemned the veto 
procedure ag “undemocratic and 
unjust.”. He called it the “most 
serious disability under which the 
United Nations is now laboring.” 


Evatt also said that he had 
warned at San Francisco that the 
veto decision there “opened the 
way to its unrestricted use by any 
permanent member against the 
expressed will of the other 10 
members even on matters of rela- 
tively small importance. The spon- 
soring powers gave solemn assur- 
ances that the veto would not be 
so abused. Experience on the 
Security Council since January 
has proved conclusively, however, 
thet the Australian warning was 
justified and that our contention 
was correct,” 

In an amplification of his re 
marks, Evatt said that Australia 
had proposed at San Francisco 
that the veto right should be con- 
fined to decisions involving the 
extreme step of economic and 
military sanctions against an ag- 
gressor, 

This proposal was not accepted, 
and, Evatt said, “It was intimated 
in the clearest manner that unless 
the Yalto voting formula wag ac- 
cepted there would be no charter 


at all. Accordingly we were forced 
to yield.” 


Mexican Viewpoint, 

Evatt’s comment that it was 
veto-or-nothing at San Francisco 
was upheld by Dr. Francisco Cas- 
tillo Najera, Mexican Foreign 
Minister, who presided in the 
tumultuous session at which 
Gromyko invoked three vetoes. 


Castillo Najera said that the 
veto was accepted at San Fran- 
cisco “because we were made to 
understand that it was a sine-qua- 
non condition of the erection of 
the peace organization of the 
United Nations,” 

Brazil's delegate on the council, 
Pedro Leao Velloso, said in a 
statement that Brazil would favor 
any revision of the charter which 
would abolish the veto. He ex- 
plained that Brazil had voted 
initally for including the power 
because “without the veto we 
would never have had the San 
Francisco charter.” He added 
that any discussion by the Assem- 
bly on abolishing the veto would 
be “premature and risky.” He was 
pessimistic about an immediate 
solution of the difficulty. 


Egypt's Position. 

Egypt's position was made clear 
by its delegate to the U. N. Atomic 
Energy Commission. Speaking on 
June 25 on the Baruch plan for 
controlling atomic energy, which 
envisaged doing away with the 
veto on atomic matters, Col, 
——— Bey Khalifa of Egypt 
said: 

“Egypt does not believe in this 
fictitious distinction of states 
and cuper-states having the right 
of veto. Egypt does not yet under- 
stand the position of the great 
powers who have imposed this 
rule on the smaller nations when 
they and we have fought the very 
iden of master race during the 
World War.”

And who was this Hannegan? 
He was known as a politician in 
the deprecatory sense of the word, 
with all its undertones, of corrup-

Today, when the same folk who 
once bemoaned Hannegan want to 
block a reactionary appointment 
or urge a liberal one, the one man 
they can count on to carry their 
case to the White House is Han- 
negan.

Inept Advisers. 


The reason is sad and simple. 
Tt is that Harry Truman has man- 
aged to surround himself with a 
crew of intimate advisers as inept, 
uninformed, closed-minded and 
pettily self-seeking as* only his 
worst enemy could have wished 
on him. From  iledger-brained, 
banker-bound John Snyder through 
Vardaman and Vaughan and un- 
suspectedly sly George Allen—a 
trio whose chief claim to fame or 
statesmanship lies in their flair 
for remembering and retelling 
smoking-room stories—the White 
House inner circle is of a rank 
that would ruin even a great 
President.

from other sources, some obser- 
vations may be made:

Summary of Legislation 
Reorganizing Congress 


Dr, George B. Galloway, staff director of the joint committee 
on the reorganization of Congress has summed up the high spots 
of the reorganization legislation as follows:

“Beset by swarms of lobby- 
iste whose importunities dis- 
tort public opinion and make 
it difficult to ascertain the 
majority will, Congress has 
concluded that persons. prin- 
cipally engaged in secking to 
influence legislation register 
and make full disclosure of 
their membership, receipts, and 
expenditures, 

“Moreover, committee proce- 
dures as regards hearings, 
meetings and records are to be 
regularized, Fixed adjournment 
of Congress at the end of July 
each year will permit members 
to keep in closer touch with 
their constituencies, And high- 
er salaries and retirement al- 
lowances on a_ contributory 
basis will not only enable Con- 
gresasmen to make ends meet 
and feel more secure .and in- 
dependent, but should also im- 
prove the personnel of our na- 
tional parliament, 

“All the adopted changes 
will cost less than five million 
dollars a year, which surely is 
a modest price to pay for in- 
— efficiency on Capitol 
Hill.” 


of the members of these commit- 
tees have military or naval estab- 
lishments in their districts.

Aware of Danger, 

Monroney is cognizant of this 
danger and already is making 
plans to offset it. He thinks there 
is greater likelihood of minor 
skirmishes than of a full-scale 
attack, 

“It would now be necessary to 
log-roll in such a large way that 
it would wreck the whole plan, 
and I don’t think Congress would 
dare to try that,” Monroney said 
to the Post-Dispatch. “We expect 
that most of the group that was 
active in helping the joint commit- 
tee will be back to protect the 
integrity of the bill.” 

“In this connection,” he con- 
tinued, “we'll encourage speeches 
from time to time to try to pitch 
the mood of Congress on a for- 
ward note. The shifting of gears 
won't be smooth, but the objec- 
tions of a minority shouldn't 
deter us from a forward-looking 
approach, It is up to Congress to 
go ahead with the new rules. If 
it uses the tools now provided, it 
will be many times better equipped 
to do the job.” 

Whether an honest effort will 
be made to use them, is a matter 
of conjecture. Dr. Galloway was 
asked this question: 

“In setting up the plan, the 
committee evidently had to as- 
sume that Congressmen were men 
of good will, that they desired to 
serve the people better. Under 
the new setup, will it be easier or

more difficult for a Congressman 


to take advantage of his posi- 
tion?” 

Dr. Galloway gave a partial 
answer by quoting from the com- 
mittee report to the House: “In 
the last analysis, of course, the 
composition of Congress depends 
upon the alertness, public interest 
and education of the electorate. 
Congressional reform , , . will re- 
quire good men, good will and 
good policies as well as good gov- 
ernmental machinery.” 


He added there might be a new 
opportunity for dishonesty in the 
provisions for strengthened con- 
gressional surveillance of execu- 
tive branches, but he added that 
if this were to happen it would 
necessitate the corruption of the 
entire staff of experts each com- 
mittee will have assigned to it 
and that this did not seem likely. 
Appointment of. the experts will 
be by majority vote of the com- 
mittee, 

Commenting on this provision of 
the legislation, LaFollette said 
that “charging the committees 
with overseeing government agen- 
cies should go a long way to make 
certain that the broad delegations 
of power in our complex society 
will be exercised within the frame 
of reference of congressional in- 
tent.” 

Biggest Loss. 

In LaFollette’s view, the biggest 
thing lost by the reorganizers was 
the proposal to form a legislative- 
executive council to bridge’ the 
widening gap between Congress 
and the White House, This was 
killed in the House compromise, 
later accepted by the Senate, 
along with several other provi- 
sions, The only major concession 
made by the Senate in debating 
the original LaFollette-Monroney 
plan was to delete the proposal 
for a personnel director. This was 
done to appease patronage seek- 
ers, especially southern Demo- 
crats. 

Incidentally, it has been learned 
that Speaker Sam  MRKayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, was the princi- 
pal hatchet man in the House, 
exacting a price for permitting 
the bill to reach the floor without 
being referred to standing com- 
mittees. Supporters § regretfully 
agreed to pay this price to sub- 
mit the legislation in one piece. 
Ordinarily, it would have been as- 
signed first to committees having 


ponents. It was felt that this 
method definitely would have 
killed the bill, 

Following submission of the 
weakened version to the House, 
the Washington Post editorially 
reproved Rayburn for his alleged 
art in trimming the bill, In the 

ouse debate, the Speaker was 
warmly defended by Congressman 
Everett M. Dirksen (Rep.), Illi- 
nois, a co-sponsor of the legisia- 
tion, who said that Rayburn had 
been anxious to get passage of the 
bill before the session ended. 
However, some of those who col- 
laborated on the carefully pre- 
pared plan were irked that one 
man should have the power to 
strike arbitrarily sections that dis- 
pleased him. In addition to the 
legislative-executive council, the 
accompanying majority-minority 
policy committees, the $8000-a-year 
assistant for each member and 
enforcement provisions for the 
legislative budget were deleted. 

Rayburn was particularly op- 
posed to enforcing the legislative 
budget. The section, as it stands 
now, has been described as “just 
a pious gesture” in the direction 
of greater control of expenditures. 
Despite the fact it was rendered 
innocuous by the Speaker, it was 
bitterly opposed by the Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

The law provides that two Sen- 
ate and two House committees are 
to meet jointly at the beginning 
of each session of Congress to 
consider the President's budget 
recommendations and report a 
legislative budget for the fiscal 
year, including estimated over-all 
Federal receipts and expenditures. 
This report is to contain a rec- 
ommendation for the maximum 
amount to be appropriated for 
expenditures, and if receipts ex- 
ceed expenditures, to recommend 
reduction of the public debt. It is 
to be submitted by Feb. 15, and 
is to be accompanied by a con- 
current resolution adopting the 
budget and increasing the public 
debt by a specified amount if es- 
timated outgo exceeds income. 

The enforcement provisions 
were that until the concurrent 
resolution was agreed to by both 
houses on record vote, neither 
house could pass a general ‘ap- 
propriation bill or make any 
money available for expenditure. 

Important Feature, 

An important feature of the 
new rules is that no general ap- 
propriation bill can be considered 
by either house until three days 
after printcd committee hearings 
and reports have been made 
available to members. Often it 
has been the practice in the past 
for such bills to be passed imme- 
diately after approval, in execu- 
tive sefsion, ty the appropriations

Dr. Galloway told the Post-

No 
one can estimate the number of 
man-days lost because Senators, 
sometimes serving on six or seven 
committees, could not be in two 
places at once.” 

Galloway has said that the fight 
for additional reforms, including 
those deleted from the bills and 
others not proposed hy the joint 
committee, will continue next year. 
While the joint committee was 
set up for the specific purpose of 
holding hearings and proposing 
the legislation just passed, it pro- 
vided in the reorganization for 
the continuation of its work. 

The new Committee on Expen- 
ditures of each House is charged 
specifically with the duty of 
“studying the operation of Gov- 
ernment activities at all levels” 
and “evaluating the effects of 
laws enacted to reorganize the 
legislative and executive branches.”

“It’s all done with mirrors,” takes 
on a new significance, 


Practically none of the funda- 
mental processes can be seen in 
operation. There is only the word 
of the scientists and a vast bat- 
tery of instruments for evidence 
that they are taking place. One 
might suspect a monumental hoax 
were it not for knowledge of the 
payoff—the atomic bomb. 


Reporters who passed the barbed 
wire barricades for the first time 
yesterday were impressed with the 
makeshift appearance of the place 
—the handful of wood buildings in 
a small dusty valley—and the lack 


of smoke, noise, bustle or other 
signs of what was happening. 


heavy concrete walls, The scien- 


tist enters a cell, sets up his ap- 
paratus, runs several tests, at- 
taches the remote-control devices, 
and leaves, 

The outer wall of one cell block 
in about 15 feet long and 12 feet 
high and is almost completely 
covered with hundreds of tubes, 
nozzles, periscope openings, lights, 
gauges, dials, thermometers, fau- 
cets, valves, peepholes, switches 
and levers, Oddly, most of these 
devices look like they had been 
picked up in a country plumbing 
shop.

If the person wearing it is ex- 
posed to harmful radiations, a 
photographic film within the tag 
will record it on photographic de- 
velopment. The person then can 
be notified he has been exposed. 
Badge to Forestall Complaints, 

It was admitted that by the time

Even the famed uranium chain- 
reacting pile itself, buzzing, they 
say, with uncountable neutron 
bullets and crammed with vast but 
unrevealed power, is singularly un- 
impressive. 

Incased in Concrete Box. 


Consisting literally of a pile of | 
uranium slugs in a graphite mod-| 
erator, the pile is incased in a 
concrete box which appears to be 
about the size of a small house. 
The box is in the largest of the 
laboratory structures, a steel) build- 
ing which houses nothing else, 


The front of the box is about 30 
feet square, Its depth and thick- 
ness of the walls, together with 
other details, were not disclosed, 
Operation of the pile is controlled 
by boron or cadmium rods, They 
simply absorb like a sponge the 
flying neutrons and halt the chain 
reaction, 

Visitors who went to the labora- 
tories to witness delivery of radio- 
active isotopes to Dr. E. V. Cow- 
dry, research director of the Bar- 
nard Free Skin and Cancer Hos- 
pital, in St. Louis, watched the pile 
shut down, This is what happened: 

The chief supervisor of the pile, 
A. G. Erdman, picked up a tele- 
phone attached to a temporary 
switchboard on which was one 
small dial and one switch, The 
board was set up for the occasion; 
the permanent switchboard is be- 
hind the pile in a restricted area. 


Erdman talked to several per- 
sons and a voice came over the 
loudspeaker system: 

“Pile going down in 30 seconds 
—check safety rods—check emer- 
gency service—control desk okay.” 7 

The switch was turned. A bell é 
rang. A red warning light went | 
out. Somewhere behind the pile 
there was a remote sound like 
scenery collapsing backstage, That 
i was all, 

“Now the pile has stopped,” Erd- 
man said, There was nothing else 
to do but take his word for it. 

Radioactive Matter Withdrawn 

After the neutrons were given 
a few minutes finally to peter 
out, some radioactive matter, sim- 
ilar to that which will be used at 
Barnard to study the causes of 
cancer, was withdrawn. 

This was matter which had been 
bombarded by the neutrons in the 
pile and rendered radioactive so 
that, by instruments, its passage 
through various metabolic and or- 
ganic processes in plants and ani- 
mals could be observed, 


After suitable tests by Instru- 
ments attached to poles, a door 
about six inches square was 
opened and a long rod like a poker 
was inserted, In the depths of the 
pile it gripped a tray containing 
little cans of the material under 
bombardment. The tray was 
drawn to the opening. 

Before it was removed, a square 
lead tube four feet long and hav- 
ing walls three inches thick and 
open ends was wheeled up on a 
car and fitted over the mouth of 
the opening in the pile. The tray, 
full of radioactive samples, was 
drawn into the tube and wheeled 
back, Lead, used in many opera- 
tions, halts the dangerous emis- 
sions, 

One of the samples was picked 
up with a six-foot pole equipped 
with a vacuum device and was 
proved to be radioactive by hold- 
ing it in front of an oscilloscope, 
where it caused a green light to 
flutter violently, and before a 
Geiger counter, a device which 
emits one. click for every 64 dis- 
integrations of matter. The coun- 
ter clicked like mad, 

After removal from the pile, the 
radioactive matter is taken to a 
separation center. There the part 
desired is removed from unwanted 
portions of the sample. In the 
case of material highly radioactive 
and deadly, the entire process 
must be carried on behind walls, 
watched by the operator with peri- 
|} scopes or mirrors. The apparatus 
is manipulated with complex grap- 
pling devices. Handling is made 
more troublesome by the fact tho 
material at hand sometimes jis in- 
| visible to the naked eye. 

There are several colorful as- 
pects to the separation center, a 
building about the size of a mod- 
est residence. One is the fact that 
the attendants wear black shoes 
with toes painted chrome yellow. 
This is so that when they go home 
at night guards at the gate will 
notice if they have forgotten to 
change shoes. 

Working Shoes Left Behind. 

Their working shoes must be 
left behind, because they might 
have become contaminated with 
radioactive particles, Their over- 
alls are laundered every day. 
Visitors to the center, or “hot” 
laboratory, must wear cloth over- 
shoes and, if the word goes out 
that some particles have escaped, 
cloth coats,

OST of our trips from Possum Trot are made with definite 

Mv objectives and time limits.

Long known to a few fishermen, this is an 
eating place you might miss, though you traveled the Ozarks 
for years. We had a good breakfast of scrambled eggs and 
bacon, good biscuits with jam, coffee hot and strong.

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His Great-Grandma Is in Jail on Charge of Murdering 
3-Year-Old Boy, but Calmly Insists She Didn't Do It— 
Deaths of Five Other Relatives Being Investigated

FAIRFIELD, Ill., Aug. 3. 


HILE Wayne county authori- 
ties work to build up a case 
against 76-year-old Mrs. Lillie 
May Winter as a sort of aged, 
bucolic Lucrezia Borgia, the great- 
grandmother who is accused of 
feeding arsenic, to her 3-year-old 
great-grandson and is also under 
investigation in connection with 
the deaths of five of her other 
relatives, sits calmly in her cell 
here in the Fairfield jail. 
Since July 23, when Sheriff Del- 


bert Morris took her from her . § 


farm home four miles from town 
and placed her in the jail house, 
none of her family has been to 
see her. No neighbors have come 
to call and express their faith in 
her innocence, 

“er only visitor is her lawyer, 
Charles W. Creighton, who calls 
daily while Great-grandma Winter 
awaits grand jury action on the 
warrant charging her with the 
murder of little Donald Eugene 
Martin, who died a violent death 
on June 15 and whose stomach 
after his death was found to con- 
tain 4.5 grains of arsenic. 

While the natives of Wayne 
county shudder at the thought that 
for years they may have enter- 
tained a sort of one-woman Mur- 
der, Inc., in their midst, time-worn 
and wrinkled Great-grandmother 
Winter steadfastly denies any 
knowledge of how the arsenic may 
have found its way into little Don- 
ald’s stomach, Her only suggestion 
has been that young Donnie may 
have eaten a piece of poisoned 
meat dragged home by the family’s 
mongrel pup, Rocky. 
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N the case of her brother, Clin- 
[eon Clark, who died in 1941, and 

whose stomach after his body 
was exhumed last week was found 
to contain 5.1 grains of arsenic, 
she does not even have a poisoned- 
meat theory. 

“She is a strange woman,” 
State’s Attorney Virgil Mills told 
this reporter as he sketched back 
over the six deaths that have oc- 
curred in Mrs, Winter’s family. 
“Most women, under these cir- 
cumstances, whether innocent or 
guilty, would be, if not hysterical, 
at least a little upset. Mrs. Win- 
ter shows no emotion whatsoever. 
And she continues to point out 
that all we have against her is 
circumstantial evidence.” 

So far, although the Winter 
home and farm has been searched 
painstakingly and methodically, no 
trace can be found of any con- 
tainer that might have held the 
arsenic which caused 3-year-old 
Donald's death. Nor can record 
be found in Fairfield or any sur- 
rounding town of any sale of the 
poison to Mra, Winter. But Wayne 
county authorities believe she is 
guilty. As soon as arrangements 
can be made, they plan to take 
Mrs, Winter to Indianapolis for 
her voluntary submission to a lie 
detector test. This test will be 
the second she will have under- 
gone, Last week in Chicago, she 
collapsed while submitting to a 
lie detector test and had to be 
brought back to Fairfield.

itself to Great-grandma Winter 
who always seemed to be alone 
with her relatives when they died.

Some of them could even re- 
member back 38 years ago when 
Mrs. Winter’s mother-in-law and 
father-in-law, Alpheus and Louisa 
Winter, died in the attic of the 
Winter home within a few hours 
of each other. Nobody thought 
much about it then—just a couple 
of old people who hadn’t been 
any too well for a long time and 
whose hearts just happened to 
give out at about the same time, 
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how Mrs, Winter's sister, Lor- 

ena, died about 18 years ago. 
Everybody was expecting Lorena 
to go to St. Louis most any day 
for some sort of operation that 
had to do with her stomach, when 
suddenly just the day before she 
was to board the train for Barnes 
Hospital, she died. Lorena didn't 
have much property—just a few 
hundred dollars and a horse, and 
a few old family knicknacks — 
and everybody said Mrs. Winter 
rightly earned them the way she 
nursed Lorena, 

It was pretty much the same 
story when Clinton Clark, Mrs. 
Winter’s brother, died in 1941. 
Clinton took sick and Mrs. Winter 
moved him over to her farm, They 
had a verbal agreement that Mrs,

Winter was to have his farm in 
case anything happened to him. 

On a Sunday afternoon Clinton 
died very suddenly, but nobody 
thought to suspect Mrs. Winter. 
After all, even though she was 
known as a severe and somewhat 
strange person, everybody knew 
she was a good hand when it came 
to nursing the sick, Never shirked 
her duty to her relatives. 


The coroner’s inquest into Clin- 
ton’s death was just a formality. 
Had to be done. The verdict was 
death from a heart attack. 
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FTER Clinton’s death, Mrs. 

Winter found that her verbal 

agreement with him about the 
farm wasn’t enough for a court of 
law. His farm was divided up 
among relatives and she received 
only a share, So before her hus- 
band, Bert Winter, died in 1942, 
Mrs. Winter apparently decided to 
make things legally air-tight. 
Three weeks before his death, 
she took him into town and had 
a lawyer draw up a joint-tenancy 
deed and when Bert Winter 
passed on, Great-grandma Winter 
inherited the whole works. In- 
stead of receiving just a widow's 
share, under the _ joint-tenancy 
deed she came in for the whole 
240 acres, 


If Mrs. Winter is found guilty 
of the death of her three-year-old 
great-grandson, a strange motive 
will have to be revealed. She stood 
to gain nothing from the murder 
of the child, the son of a grand- 
daughter whom Mrs. Winter 
raised from babyhood, But even 
in the absence of a motive, authori- 
ties, neighbors and relatives are 
convinced that Mrs. Winter is 
guilty, and that Donald was just 
another victim in the chain of 
poisonings perpetrated by a Lu- 
crezia Borgia of the Cornfields.

BEDLOE’S ISLAND, New York Harbor, Aug. 3 
HE STATUE OF LIBERTY will be 60 years old this year, a 
T new record for carrying the torch, but a close inspection 
today confirmed recent reports that she is being shamefully 
neglected for one of her years and fidelity, She stands in seedy 
grandeur on this little island, 
emblem not only of triumph- 
ant freedom and hope of 
the world’s enslaved but 
also a symbol of Congres- 
sional indifference. Con- 
gress's love has cooled, and 
vandals from every state 
that Lady Liberty represents 
are besmirching her. Almost 
every square foot of the in- 
terior of her graceful copper 
gown, her great shoulders, 
neck, face, forehead and 
spiked crown is covered 
with names of lovers, club 
rosters, civic boosters and 
wilful defacers, Most of the 
names and slogans are 
scrawled in semi-indelible 
lipstick. “It's a shame, for 
she’s not the lipstick type,” 
her tall, worried young cus- 
todian told us today. Super- 
intendent Charles 8S, Mar- 
shall has been fighting a losing defensive battle for the morals 
of the reluctantly painted woman since being placed in charge 
of her. But his army consists of only three or four guards, 
“and,” he adds, “more people than ever are coming to see her 
these days—most of them armed with lipsticks.” He thinks the 
war had something to do with it. “Right after Pearl Harbor 
people began marking up her insides and stone pedestal with 
the stuff,” he said sadly. “And we just can't protect her with 
the kind of staff the budget allows. The defacers take chances 
that make your heart stop. They climb over the railing of her 
circular staircase, walk out on narrow beams and do their 
painting on the inner side of her copper covering.

Edward Mahony, school lbra- 
rian, said that Heirens worked 
as his assistant for two hours 
each day and, in addition, spent 
much of his time browsing 
among the books. 

When Heirens took an Uni- 
versity of Chicago entrance ex- 
amination and passed, his 
teachers advised him against 
leaving the academy. But the 
tall, black-haired youth said St. 
Bede’s did not offer him the 
variety of science courses he 
wanted. He enrolled in the uni- 
versity Oct. 1, 1945. His place- 
ment examination showed a 
special aptitude for music, al- 
though he wrote he wanted to 
be a civil engineer or a radio 
technician. But the _ twisted 
strands of his personality al- 
ready had thickened into its 
monstrous pattern.

T. LOUIS is “the city of 1000 
6 signts,’ according to a local 

amusement guide book, but well 
up among the first 10 is the Mu- 
nicipal Opera, Park your car on 
the drive in back of the opera or 
sit on a nearby park bench any 
sunny afternoon and you will wit- 
ness the regular groups of visitors 
arriving at 10 or 15 minute inter- 
vals, There is usually a native son 
and his wife, with or without 
young, shepherding another fam- 
ily group, obviously out-of-towners. 


They stand and view the huge 
empty amphitheater from a van- 
tage point behind the locked 
gates as the native son recites a 
few salient facts, recitations 
which are amazingly alike, we 
noticed as we lurked around the 
crumbling columns of the portico 
_ back of the free seats the other 

ay 

“That there's the revolving 
stage,” the self-appointed guide of 
the 4:45 p.m. group explained. 
“Yep, they fill all those seats ev- 
ery night and even have people 
sitting over there on the grass, 
Over 10,000: people every night. 
And see this last 10 rows of seats 
—they're free, and you wouldn’t 
belleve it but people come out 
here at five o'clock and walt for 
the gates to open. Some of 'em 
even bring their lunch.” 


The visitors left, properly im- 
pressed, but had they waited an- 
other half hour, they would have 
seen the native son's boast borne 
out, as a dignified, white-haired 
woman walked up the steps, 
smoothed the skirt of her printed 
dress, and sat down to wait for 
the opera, some three hours and 
15 minutes before the overture, 
This official first arrival, Mrs. 8. 
L. Schoen, of Kansas City, spends 
each summer with friends here. 
She has been a regular visitor 
to the opera for 25 years—‘“ever 
since Mayor Kiel first started it.” 
She usually eats her evening meal 
at the boathouse and then begins 
her wait at the gate. There are 
only a few people who arrive as 
early as 5:15, but each night two 
to three thousand are numbered 
among those who believe the best 
en in life, including opera, are 
ree 


Many of the free seat patrons 
take picnic lunches and find 
grassy apots nearby where the 
ants attracted to their braun- 
schweiger sandwiches and deviled 
eggs are as numerous.as those in 
any sylvan retreat in the coun- 
try. One group of picnickers, 
Mrs. Kate Schoenstein, her grand- 
daughter, June, and a girl friend, 
Mary Ann Klein, weré climaxing 
a full day, having taken a river 
boat trip before their picnic-opera 
evening. 

“We come out here several 
times during the summer,” Mrs. 
Schoenstein said, as she looked 
around for a place to dispose of 
a leftover tomato and a slightly 
used bag of popcorn. “We like 
the first row of free seats better 
ae a lot of the seats you 

or. 
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priced seats there’s someone sit- 
ting right in front of you and you 
can’t see nearly as well as you 
can in the front row back here.” 

Other regular members of the 
free seat audience insisted they 
preferred their places to those 
closer to the front of the fanned- 
out tiers of seats, and some, like 
Mrs. C. O. Berrieder and her 
friend, Mrs. L. Baumhoefner, have 
indicated this preference by see- 
ing operas from the free seats for 
as many as 23 seasons, 

“I'm one of the oldtimers,” Mrs. 
Berrieder said proudly, “and I've 
sat everywhere from the boxes on 
back, but I Hke the free seats as 
well as any. For one thing, you 
can always get up and leave with- 
out disturbing a lot of people, and 
if you get here early enough 
you're bound to get a good sent, 
You can hear just wonderfully 
and there’s always a nice class 
of people sita in these seats, In 
all the 23 years I can’t say that 
I've ever met up with anyone who 
was objectionable. I guess the 
people who come to see operas 
are just nice people.” 

Mrs, Berrieder was dressed for 
an evening at the opera in a 
printed jersey dress and flower 
hat, but costumes ranged widely 
from wraparounds and head ker- 
chiefs to. black-and-pearls and 
hare-brained hair-dos, 


There is, apparently, no typical 
free seat sitter. Women outnum- 
ber the men, which may indicate 
that women are (1) more inter- 
ested in the cultural things of 
life, (2) more thifty, or (8) more 
patient. 


One fairly routine comment from 
all-women parties is, “You couldn't 
drag my husband out here,” paired 
up with the other remark, “Mine 
says I’m crazy to wait this long. 
He says if he goes any place he 
wants to know he’s got a seat 
waiting where he can sit down 
right away.” 

Predominant, perhaps, are the 
groups of women of indeterminate 
age, of the type known as The 
Girls. Next to them are the fam- 
ily groups with children, which 
usually arrive prepared for any 
eventuality. Father carries a bot-

She had had plenty of Oppor- 
tunities to sink before she went 
to Bikini to die ingloriously in 
her shackles. Seven times dur- 
ing the war the Japs claimed 
proudly to have accomplished 
the deed. Three times they 
were nearly right. They put a 
fish into her the first time 
only about a month after Pearl 
Harbor, The torpedo killed 
eleven men, drenched her 
planes with her own geysering 
fuel oil, and put her in drydock 
for months.

Mrs, Berrieder 
was quite right; you can hear 
“wonderfully,” and some of the 
broader histrionic gestures seem 
more appropriate at a distance 
than at closer range, while the 
dancing and scenery effects have 
their proper panoramic setting. 

From a purely practical point of 
view, it is cooler in the free seats 
on the top of the hill than in the 
boxes at the bottom. and from the 
standpoint of appreciation, the 
applause is as hearty, and some- 
times heartier, from those who 
have spent only their time to see 
the opera. 

The regular free seaters enjoy 
the opera immensely without a 
trace of weariness from their long 
wait. The unconditioned specta- 
tor, without benefit of basic train- 
ing, after moving from park bench 
to stone rail to stone steps to 
standing room has only one ob- 
vious comment,

Tomato 
Recipes 


By the Chef 


UST about now you probably 
law getting a bit swamped 

with tomatoes from your gar- 
den. Well, this is the stuffed to- 
mato season, isn’t it? So what 
are you waiting for? 

Most men enjoy stuffed toma- 
toes, especially if they are not too 
feminine and fancy. Whether 
they are skinned or not is a mat- 
ter of individual preference. Per- 
sonally, I like mine peeled and the 
quickest way to accomplish this 
is to skewer each tomato with a 
fork, dip it in boiling water for a 
few seconds, then in ice water 
and peel the thin skin off with the 
fingers. Now, scoop out the in- 
sides, carefully, reserving the pulp, 
salt the cavity well and set the 
tomatoes in the icebox, upside 
down to drain, while you make 


the stuffing. 

Here you can let your imagina- 
tion have full play. Avocado, neat- 
ly cubed, marinated in French 
dressing and sprinkled with lemon 
juice and chopped chives, makes 
a fine filling. Crabmeat, chopped 
shrimps or chicken can be mixed 
with the pulp, chopped celery and 
cucumber, dressed with sour 
cream and heaped high in the to- 
mato shells. And then, some 
chopped bacon with shredded cab- 
bage and minced spring onions 
also makes a delicious stuffing. 
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ONE OF MY LUNCHEON fa- 
vorites is a tomato stuffed with 
cottage cheese, spiked with chives, 
chopped parsley, salt, pepper and 
worcestershire. Leftover cooked 
vegetables, such as baby lIimas, 
corn, peas, asparagus tips, etc., if 
tossed in a light Russian dress- 
ing, are delicious as a filling. 
Cubed American or Swiss cheese, 
mixed with chopped pickles and 
tomato pulp makes another. 

Try mashing some cream cheese 
with a little cream, until soft, or 
mix in the reserved pulp of the 
acooped-out tomatoes. Season the 
mixture with salt, pepper, cayenne 
and a few minced onions or a 
drop or so of onion juice. Stuff 
the tomatoes tightly with this and 
top with slices of olives and a 
ring of green pepper. Sardines 
make a nice filling, if carefully 
drained and mashed. Lemon juice, 
salt and a sprinkle of chopped 
cucumber are all that’s needed in 
addition, 
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SMOKED TURKEY: A reader 
asks “what to do” with a smoked 
turkey. Should she cook it or 
what? As she gave no return ad- 
dress on her letter, this is the 
only way I can pass along to her 
the information she desires. Cook 
a smoked turkey? The answer is 
“no.” This type of turkey has no 
place in the usual menu scheme. 
It is purely a delicacy—an expen- 
sive one at that—and should be 
served only in a fashion befitting 
its station in life. 

At a large cocktail party the 
smoked turkey comes into its own. 
There it rests in state on the 
“snack” table or bar, with the 
breast meat cut in finger-like 
strips, to be nibbled from the 
fingers, between sips of cocktail. 
Or the same breast meat may be 
used to make open-face sandwiches 
on whole wheat bread, buttered 
lightly. 

At a forma! dinner, when a pate 
or thinly sliced ham is usually 
served with the :;:green salad 
course, slices of smoked turkey 
may be offered instead, But re- 
member, smoked turkey is eaten 
“as is” always—no cooking, no 
stuffing and no heating. 
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MARSHMALLOW DESSERT: 
If you can lay your hands on 
some marshmallows, here's the 
recipe for a fine dessert of the 
prewar type. Cut about three- 
fourth pound of marshmallows in- 
to quarters and put them to chill 
for several hours. Then add to 
them a cup of drained diced or 
crushed pineapple, (If you want 
to use fresh pineapple, that’s all 
right, too.) Add a cup of as rich 
cream as you can get, that has 
been vwell-chilled and then whip 
the mixture with a wire whisk 
until thickened. Set to chill all 
day if possible. This is good, just 
as it comes, but if you are one 
for gilding the lily, get some angel 
food or sponge cake, split it and 
put the pineapple-marshmallow 
mixture between the layers. 
That's real party fare. 
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COSTA RICA DISH: From 
Costa Rica comes this delightful 
luncheon dish. The flavor com- 
bination is superb. Melt three 
tablespoons of fat in a skillet and 


fry a clove of garlic in this to a|™ 


light brown, Discard the garlic. 
Put a cupful of chopped onions 
in the pan. Fry them until brown. 
Now add one-half cup of rice that 
has been washed and drained and 
brown that. Put in two and one- 
half cups of canned or cooked 
tomatoes and a couple of bouillon 
cubes or a shake of good meat ex- 
tract. Add a cup of hot water, 
salt and pepper. Mix well and 
cook slowly for half an hour, stir- 
ring often. 

When the rice is tender and all 
liquid has been absorbed, arrange 
the rice in small individual bak- 
ing dishes. Break an egg into each 
one and cover the egg with cheese 
sauce. Bake in a moderate oven. 
Make the cheese sauce by melting 
two tablespoons of butter with 
two tablespoons of flour and rub- 
bing until smooth, Stir in one and 
one-quarter cups milk and cook 
until thickened. Add one-half cup 
grated American cheese and when 
that has melted, fold in one-quar- 
ter cup of sliced stuffed olives.

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‘Awake and Sing 
Actors Try to Build 


Broadway in the West 


By Jack Balch 


N orange was perched on the dressing table of John Garfield's 
A vom back stage at the Las Palmas Theater, just off of Holly- 

wood boulevard on Las Palmas in Hollywood, Calif., the film 
world, The orange, with its skin faded, had been 
perched on that dressing table, ap- 
parently, for a long time and, ob- 
viously, Garfield had no intention of 
eating it. While waiting for the 
actor to put in an appearance, your 
reporter, being on vacation, wandered 
around the dressing rooms of the 
other actors in the production at the 
Las Palmas. These included the 
dressing rooms of J. Edward Brom- 
berg, Morris Carnovsky, and Roman 
Bohnen, to name several of the better- 
known actors in the cast, And he 
noticed an interesting phenomenon, 
There was an orange perched on the 
tables of each of them, The orange 
was on the table between makeup kit 
and mirror. You couldn't touch up your false cheeks, take them 
off, or slap on an extra fringe of hair about your ears without 
that orange, even though it is eyeless, seeming to watch you. 
As your reporter later found out, there is supposed to be some 
sort of symbolic significance to the oranges on the dressing tables 
of the stars at the Las Palmas Theater. In order for you to un- 
derstand the significance, I must tell you about the play at the 
Las Palmas, and the circumstances under which it is being pro- 
duced. The explanation illuminates what would appear to be 
one of the more fascinating stories of the theater. 
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JOHN GARFIELD, STAR 
OF ACTORS’ LAB. 


THE PLAY AT THE LAS Palmas is “Awake and Sing,” by 
Clifford Odets. In three acts, it is a tough yet tender story of 
life, love, frustrations, dreams, nightmares, etc., laid in the New 
York tenements during the depression-hungry years of the early 
1930s. It was first performed by New York's famous Group 
Theater in 1935. While not too tremendously a financial success, 
it had the effect at the time of rocking through and past prevail- 
ing superficial ideas of what constituted Broadway “entertain- 
ment” to become (1) a smash dramatic success with its contempo- 
rary audience, and (2) a member in good standing of the select 
company of significant yet fine American plays, Odets, a tough 
and a tender young man himself at the time, and the members 
of the Group Theater, tough and tender young men and women 
all, were not as well paid perhaps as were less uncompromising 
and more “realistic” co-workers in the theaters up and down 
Broadway; but they had whatever satisfaction went with knowing 
that, if, as has been said, “Man does not live by bread alone,” 
then they did not live by bread alone. As one of the members 
put it to me, “We didn't have much bread, but we had enough 
soul to make a good bread-and-soul sandwich. The compromisers 
on Broadway had nothing but bread. That gave them a lot of 
bread, but bread by itself is not a rounded diet.”

NOW, EVEN THOUGH “Life is short, but Art {s long,” and 
even though that saying has been a consolation to people who have 
striven hard without material awards in the arts to achieve 
something creative, it still remains true that if you experience 
week after week after week after week, etc., without full dinner- 
pails and money to pay the rent or buy your kid a new pair of 
shoes, life will often seem to become quite long and art, on the 
other hand, quite short and relatively unimportant. The mem- 
bers of the Group Theater, back in those youthful days of 1935, 
weren't doing so well with the groceries. One by one, they 
were attracted West to Hollywood by the song that the celluloid 
Circe played them on a lute shaped like a dollar sign. Harold 
Clurman, one of the guiding spirits of the Group, has recorded, 
in a book, the bickerings, quarrelings, and otherwise bitter re- 
criminations that existed in the Group as the band of theater 
idealists began to fall apart under the weight of economic pres- 
One of the first members of the Group to go West was 
Franchot Tone. Another was Garfield. Tone was berated as a 
muddiehead and an “opportunist.” Garfield was bitterly assailed 
as a henpecked artist. Garfield's wife, his co-workers said, 
had poisoned his mind, telling Julie, as Garfield was called in 
those days, that the Group had not given him a fair deal and had 
purposely minimized the size of his parts and his total contribu- 
tion to the Group to keep him from knowing his true worth, But 
one by one t Group diehards followed “Softheads” Tone and 
Garfield. Carnovsky, one of the deans of the Theater, went West, 
Bromberg weft, Clurman, Odets himself. They all went.

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NATUAMALLY, THEY ALL PROSPERED in Hollywood. 

d made himself a big name and played opposite such 
r-dooper glamour gals, to name but two, as Hedy Lamarr and 
Lana Turner. Carnovsky became a free-lancer in constant demand 
as @ “character” man. Etc. But as the years rolled by, the boys 
and girls got tired of the steady diet of, to continue the imagery, 
“bread.” They yearned for a little “soul” in the menu as the 
G.La stationed in England or Africa or other such outlandish 
places during the war, yearned for the spiritual and physical 
pleasures of ice cream cones. They forgot their past quarrels 
and organized Actors’ Lab, which produced “Awake and Sing.”

IT GIVES YOU A STRANGE a. to look at the names 
on the program notes of “Awake and Sing.” Almost to a man, 
it is the same roster of names that appeared on that first modest 
program, in 1935, announcing the “world premiere” of “Awake 
and Sing.” But the names belong to people who are all 11 years 
older. To get back to the matter of the oranges on the dressing- 
room tables. You see, there's a line in the play where Garfield, 
who's made a lot of dough, finds out he can’t get the girl he loves. 
He expresses the deep frustration in his heart by looking for an 
orange to eat. When he can't find the orange, his rage explodes: 
“What kind of a house is this,” he roars, “where there isn’t even 
an orange to eat.” The materially well-to-do ex-Group people 
would all like to go back to Broadway, they say so themselves, 
Draw your own conclusions about the oranges.

Uprising followed months of unrest 
under Villarroel’s heavy hand, during 
which several attempted revolts were 
ruthlessly suppressed. 

Underlying factor, however, was eco- 
nomic. Bolivian workers, most of them 


“ogy Indians, are poverty-stricken, large- 
y illiterate, ill-paid, poorly fed and 
housed. Natural resources have been 
controlled by a small group. Economic 
factors helped Villarroel, who has been 
charged with Fascist sympathies, carry 
out his military coup two and a half 
years ago by which previous reactionary 
government was ousted. 

Initial phase of successful revolt 
against Villarroel occurred July 13 when 
students and striking teachers fought 
with police. Clashes continued until July 
19, when Villarroel, addressing a crowd, 
was fired on. Dictator responded by set- 
ting up all-military cabinet, but two days 
later fighting became general, and the 
army deserted the government. Villar- 
roel announced his resignation, but that 
was not enough to satisfy revolutionaries 
incensed by the brutality of his regime.

Among his supporters from the 
wealthier element is Mrs. James A. Reed, widow 
of the late Senator from Missouri. She is chair- 
man of women’s division of the Keep Slaughter 
in Congress Committee, representing chiefly con- 
servative business and professional groups. 
Slaughter’s backers include many of the hate- 
Roosevelt element. 

Contest is further complicated by Kansas 
City’s political situation and traditional factional 
split there in Democratic party. The “rabbits,” a

Allies Meet in Paris to Write Treaties for Five Axis Nations
